The Enemy 
by this time had made a ſecond Attack upon 
our Grenadiers on the Hill, with the ſame 
Troops that attack'd them the Day before, but 
were again repulſed and drove over the River, 
with the loſs of fix hundred Men. The Collonel 
St. Martin, and ſeveral other Officers, were 
taken Priſoners: Upon which the Enemy al. 
ſembling together from their ſeveral Encamy: 
ments, margh'd off, leaving behind them four. 
teen Pieces of Battering Cannon, four Field 
Pieces, and four Mortars, with all their Ammu- 
nition, Tents, and Baggage, and all their Sick 
and Wounded, amongſt whom were a Collonel 
and ſeveral Field Officers; and belides theſe, 
they loſt in the two Days Action above two 
thouſand Men, beſides Officers.

fore do but juſt mention them now) we are obli- 
ged to add the laſt Campaign, which the more 
ſtrictly it is examined in all its Circumſtances, will 
appear to be of too much conſequence and weight, 
ever to {nk into Oblivion.

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now : But above all, it will ſerve for an illuſtrious 


Teſtimony of the Bleſſing of God Almighty on 
the Arms of your High Mightineſſes and of your 
Allies; and to infix both in you and them a firm 
Aſſurance, that if this Bleſſing be not ſlighred, but 
a right uſe made of the Succeſſes and Acquiſitions 
already obtained, it will, like a clear riſmg Sun; 
as it advances in its Courſe, ſoon bring on the full 
Day of a good and happy Peace. 

At the ſame time it muſt be acknowledg'd, that 
the Courſe of all theſe lo great and advantageous 
Events has not been equally ſwift, nor every Year 
of the War equally glorious and ſucceſsinl : That 
ſometimes Battles have been loſt, as that of Spier- 
bach, Calcinaro, Caſtiglione, and Almanze; (that 
of Yillavicioſa may upon good Grounds be affirm'd 
to have rather increas'd than leſſen'd the Glory of 
the High Allies); ſome Towns belieg'd by the E- 
nemy have been forced to yield, but for the moſt 
part have been recover'd again; and the Cam- 
paigns which followed thoſe wherein great Victo- 
ries were won, as for inſtance, thoſe of Schellea- 
berg, Blenheim, and Ramellies, were not altoge- 
ther ſo ſucceſsful ; But beſides that in general, tis 
not in the Nature of human Affa irs to be on all 
fides and always proſperous, and even the Hea- 
venly Luminaries are ſometimes darken'd in their 
Courſe ; and that particularly the Almighty is 
ſometimes pleaſed more eſpecially in Affairs of 
War, to manifeſt his Superior Power, to fruſtrate 

the Deſigns of Men, and to mock their Confidence 
in the Spear and Sword ; we ſhall take Notice of 
the two Principal Cauſes of this Variation of Suc- 
ceſs : Firſt, the great Power of the Enemy, who 
by the Efforts Sos had made, and the Defeats 
they had receiv'd, were indeed much ſhattered, 
but not intirely broken; and, WO far from being 
diſpirited and plunged into Deſpair, were ſtimu- 
lated to ſpare — and to collect all their 
Strength and Reſources for retrieving their Loſſes; 
thereby wiping off the old traditional Imputation 
which at all Times, even in thoſe of Heatheniſm 

had been beſtowed on their Nation, ever addicted 


to Arms, namely, that in Proſperity and Succeſs

rage, but in Adverſity more faint-hearted than 
Women, utterly impatient of Fatigue under any 
reat Diſaſter of War. In the next Place tis to 
obſerved, that the Enemy, even before this 
War broke out, having poſſeſſed themſelves of all 
the Parts and 1dencies of the Spaniſh Monar- 
chy and other aſſociated Countries, made it their 
firſt Care to fortify themſelves in what they had 
ſeiz'd by Uſurpation and Violence; and when, not 
long after, the Arms of the Allies began to be ſu- 
perior, the nemy choſe to act moſtly on the De. 
fenſive, to ſeck carefully all advantageous Situati- 
ons of Ground, Paſſes, Defiles, Eminences, Mo- 
raſſes and Woods; to poſt numerous Armies be- 
hind unfordable Rivers, and ſtrong fortified Lines, 
and in the Intervals between them. So that it 
would have been extreamly difficult for the Allies 
to make Conqueſts, or to exteud further thoſe al- 
ready made, (which yet more than once, and par- 
ticularly the laſt Campaign, has been done with 
ſucceſs) had nct thoſe Precaution and Meaſures 
been eluded by the Dexterity, Skill, and other Mi- 
litary Virtues conſtantly ſhewn by their Generale. 
Beſides all this, the War ha: been very difficult, in 
ſome Parts byreaſon of the backwardneſs and ſhort 
duration of good Weather, in others becauſe of 
their diſtant Situation, and their being ſurrounded 
on the Land fide by the Enemy; fo that it has been 
impoſſible to ſend Succours thither otherwiſe than 
by Sea, and that in an expenſive and at the ſame 
time uncertain Manner, Mean while the Enemy 
who by their Situation, border on the Dominion, 
of all the Allies on the Continent; and in reſpe& 
to ſome, were pofſeſsd (and ſtill are in ſome Parts) 
of the Advantage of Rivers, could eaſily make 
War there, and in caſe of Los, re-eſtabliſh their 
Armies; as in Spain they have often done; and 
laſtly in the preceding Year, after the Battle of 
Sarragofſa: Add to this, that with Reſpet to the 
laſt mentjoned Kingdom, the faid Difficulties of the 
Allies were increas'd by the Difference of the Cli- 
maceand Food, the Sterility of the Country, and 
the multitude of Mountains, which of old r 
: i . Pas a 1 t 
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the Spaniards in their Wars againſt the Moors, 2- 
bove ſeven hundred Years together, for Places of 
Retreat and Defence, as they have done likewiſe 
fince in the Wars which from Time to Time have 
happen d between the Caſtillians and the Arragoni- 
ans: To all this is ſtill to be added, that wh! 
through want of Order or Diſcipline, as well 
the Slowneſs of one or other of the Allies, or elſe 
through Diſtraction and Separation of their Forces, 
either to quell Commotions in one part, or to 
event thoſe which there was cauſe to apprehend 
in others, the fore-mentioned Progreſſes have 
ſometimes been ſtopp'd, or for a Time repell'd. 
But beſides the Occurrences here ſummarily ta- 
ken Notice of, very remarkable likewiſe, and on 
Account of the aforeſaid Difficulties and Obſtacles 
the more to be efteem'd, are the Advantages which 
have been gain'd in this War, and the manifeſt 
likelihood of greater ſtill, in caſe theſe be manag'd 
as they ought, and a right and good Uſe made of 
them. Theſe Advantages conſiſt, firſt of all, in the 
Glory which the Arms of your High Mightineſles 
and your Allies have acquir'd, and next, in the ma- 
oO Conqueſts gain'd from the Enemy. 
The Glory of thoſe Armies cannot fail to pro- 
cure Reſpect, and if duly maintained, will render 
the Peace which is to be made more firm and laft- 
ing: Hiſtory ſhewing, that States and Nations by 
this ſometimes, more than by other Means, have 
preſerved themſelves from foreign Inſult and In- 
vaſion, and conſequently from the worſt of Cala- 
mities; and that on the contrary, thoſe who have 
neglected or loſt it, have liv'd in continual Inqui- 
etude and Danger, and in Time have fallen to 
cay, and even become the Prey of an Enemy. Some 
have therefore not unaptly compared the Glory 
of Arms to the Husk or Rind of Fruit, which con- 
tinuigg whole, the Fruit within is long preſerv'd, 
but damag'd or ftripp'd off, the Fruit ſoon 
riſhes. As to the Conqueſts of the Allies, and the

Sluys in Flanders to the Waal and Rhine, are now 
driven very near within the ancient Bounds of 
France; that the Lower Rhine, which in the three 
Years Wars againſt France ſince 1672. was con- 
ſtantly the bieif Scene of Action, as being the Part 
by which the Enemy thought they could with leaſt 
Difficulty break into the Heart of our Country. is 
intirely - wreſted from them; that the Mae ſe 
15 in the Hands of the Allies clear up within a 
little of the Outlet of the Sambre; as is alſo 
the Scheld farther than Tournay, which is further 
than any of the Allies have been poſſeſſed of it in 
forty Years before; and laſtly, the Zys ſo far as 
tis navigable : That ſo much of the Province of 
Gelderland as by the Peace of Munſter was left to 
Spain, isreduc'd; as are alſo thoſe of Limbourg, 
Brabant, Mechlen, Flanders, two thirds of Hat 
nault, Liſle, Tournay, and great part of Artois: 
That other more diſtant Provinces are compelled 
to pay Contribution : That in the laſt ape 47 wa 


the War was carried up to the further fide of Hai- 


#ault, and to the Source of the Scarpe and of the 
255 Rivers which by means of the Deule and its 
Canal, which bas 4 Communication with the 
Scarpe and the Schelde, were formerly ſerviceable 
to the Enemy in their many, and fince the Year 
1665, almoſt continual Invaſions of the Spaniſp 
Provinces of the Netherlands : That by the Armies 
on both ſides, the Enemy's Frontiers are eaten up, 
and conſequently it will be very difficult for them, 
whatever Expence and Labour they are at, to bring 
dry Forage from their diſtant Towns in moſ Pro- 
vinces to their Frontiers and Places which lie moſt 
expoſed ; 'twill even be almoſt impoſſible for them 


to bring together ſogreat a quantity as is requiſite, 
5 ſubſiſting there during the Winter an extraor- 
dinary Body of Troops, eſpecially of Cavalry, and 


- 


taking the Field in the Spring before the Graſs is 
come up, with a great Army : That on the other 
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by means of the aforeſaid Rivers, which are in 
your Poſſeſſion, can eaſily form the neceſſary Ma- 
gazines of Hay and Oats in the Towns and Places 
lying neareſt to the Enemy, if the Sum3 neceſſary 
be furniſhed in Time, and due Diligence uied; 
and conſequently you can maintain there du- 
ring the Winter a convenient Number of Troops, 
and early in the vr) pre the Enemy in the 
Field with a formidable Army; when in very 
great 2 advancing as it. were at one 
Step from the neareſt Frontier, and performing 
only one proper and good Exploit, this Army 
may penetrate to the Source of the Schelde, the 
Somme, and the Oyſe, and fo on to the Seine, and 
to the very Capital of the Kingdom, as formerl 
the Spaniards might have done after the Battle 
Sr. Quintin, had not the ſelfiſh Views and Paſſions 
of ſome Perſons prevailed above the plaineſt Rea- 
ſuns big d. i And as at that Time the _ 
were oblig d, for ſupporting their tottering State, 
todraw together all the Fares they had any where, 
even from the Kingdom of Naples, and to lay a- 
ſide all their Views and Pretenſions to foreign 
Dominions; as notwithſtanding, this, they were 
conſtrain'd to ſubmit to the famors Treaty of 
Peace of Chareau-C ambreſis, by which they yield- 
ed up one hundred ninety eight Towns, in lieu 
of three only that Spain reſtored to them in Pi- 
cardy ; ſo now by the Means above mentioned, may 


the Enemy in a ſhort time be compell'd to aban- 


don the Kingdom of Spain, with its Dependenci 
and to yield to a no leſs glorious than laſting 
ſafe Peace. 

After what has been ſaid of the foregoing Ad- 
vantages and Succeſſes, it might not be improper 
to conſider more attentively by what means they 
were acquired; that is, by what Efforts, Con- 
duct and Bravery, Vigilance and Zeal, Unanimity 
and Conſtancy,the War has been carried on hither- 
to. But all this having been ſet forth pretty largely 
on former Occaſions, it ſhall ſuffice here*to ob- 
ſerve, That as a Foundation of this War in 1701 
the Grand Alliance was formed between the Em- 


peror, Her Britannick Majeſty and this State, into

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WY which Alliance divers other Princes have fince 


enter'd; by it the ſeveral High Allies did reſpe- 
Qively engage to employ all their Force by Sea 
and to form in effect a Counterpoiſe againſt 
France, and particularly to procure all juſt and 
_ reaſonable Satisſaction to his ſaid Imperial Maje- 
ſty, with reſpect to his lawful and well grounded 
Pretentions to the Spaniſh Monarchy, which by 
the Death of King Charles Il, of Glorious Memo- 
ry, had devolved upon him, as alſo to procure for 
her ſaid Britannicłk Majeſty and this State parti- 
cular and ſufficient Security for their reſpe&ive 
Dominions and Territories, and for Commerce 
and Navigation of their Subjects, and eſpecially 
that the Spaniſh Netherlands might be made a 
Barrier to ſeparate and keep France at diſtance 
from this State ; and as the other High Allies 
came into the ſaid Grand Alliance, twas _ 
lated with them, that they ſhould have juſt Sa- 
tisfaction upon all their Grievances and reaſonable 
Demands, and fo the general Tranquility ſhould 
be re-eſtabliſhed. 'Twas much in the fame man- 
ner that formerly, when the Imperial Dignity and 
the Syaniſh Crown, together with the Netherland: 
and the Indies were all in one Hand; and when 
France, ever unquiet, was continually infeſtin 
Italy; divers Princes and States, to either 
whom fingly that Crown was ſuperiour, formed 
Leagues together to balance that Power. That 
is to ſay, when King Charles VIII of France had 
on a ſudden and unexpectedly over · run Italy like a 
Deluge, the five principal Potentates there confe- 
derated together, and with united Forces reſcued 
their Native Countryz ſoon after which, King 
Lewis XII was by the (ſo called) Holy League o- 
bliged to quit the Milaneze, Tuſcany and divers 
Neighbouring Provinces, which he had gained 
when Superior in Force. The Counterpoiſe was 
yet the more neceſſary, when France, by the Bat- 
tle of Formigny, having reduced ſeveral confidera- 
ble Provinces, and ſoon after had annexed to 
her Crown others of no leſs Strength, exal- 
ted herſelf niore and more z ſo that the King- 
dom of England (eſpecially after the Diſpmtes be- 
| tween 
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- tween the Houſes of York and Lancafter were end 


ed) with the Houſe of Burgundy, and afterwards 
that of Auſtria, were obliged, for maintaining the 
common Liberty and their own particular Secu- 
rity, to Keep a vigilant Eze upon Her. King 
Henry VIII of England, being more jealous of the 
growing Power of France, and leſs parſimonious 
than his Father King Henry VII, did more than 
once league himſelf with other Princes, to reduce 
that increaſing Power within due Bounds. The 
Engliſ Nation, repreſented by their Parliamen 
have always been no leſs jealous and apprehenſive 
ſuch a Power than were their Kings; ſo that hard- 
ly one Example is to be found, when for curbing 
France a War has been judged neceſſary, the 
Parliament did not readily conſent and give libe- 
ral Supplies thereto; as indeed for above 220 
Years paſt they have conſtantly interpoſed, to 
reſerve a Balance between the moſt powerful 
inces and Houſes in Europe. After the Death 
of Henry Il of France, during the time that Cathe- 
rine de Medicis bad the Direction of Affairs, and 
even long after, till the Minority of the preſent 
King, that Crown being almoſt continually per- 
lexed with inteſtine Diſſention and Wars, fell to 
uch Decay and Weakneſs, that the above-menti- 
oned Precautions became leſs neceſſary than before. 
But ſince that time, and particularly after ſome 
Succeſles in War, made way for the Treaty of the 
Pyrenees, Which was concluded to the Diſadvantage 
of Spain, the Netherlands became more and more 
the Object of the Ambition of France, as formerly 
during the Reign of the Houſe of Valois, Itay had 
deen , And when after the Death of King Philip 
IV of Spain, France fell upon them ; then again, 
as formerly, a Counterpoiſe was neceſſary to be 
form'd againſt that Crown. To this End the Tri- 
ple Alliance would doubtleſs have heen of great 
ffect, had not the common Intereſt been forced 
to give way to ſelfiſh and blameable Politicks. Af. 
ter the ending of the firſt French War, Endeavours 
were ufed again to form ſuch a Counterpoiſe 5 
but in the mean while the ſecond War 3 
out, the Grand Alliance was formed 1688, agai 
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[ the ſaid Crown, and in the beginning of this War 
mowed to the End and Purpoſe before-men- 
tioned. wel 
The Enemy mightily flattered themſelyes, that 
a League of fo many Potentates as are in the 
Grand Alliance, could not long hold together, but 
after the firſt Efforts would diſſolve; that altho 
the High Allies are by common Intereſt confede- 
rated againſt the Power of the Common Enemy, 
ſome Coldneſs or open Diſſention would ſoon 
gow up between them, either thro* Miſunder- 
nding, Jealouſy or Difference of Views ; that 
even their Succeſſes (whether good or bad) would 
breed Diviſion and Diſunion among them : More 
particularly, they imagined from the various 
Conftitutions of the ſeveral Dominions of the 
High. Allies, and from the Difference in their 
Forms of Government,) in which Reſpects they 
always endeavour'd to repreſent this State odiouſly 
to the reſt, as they did that of Venice in the time 
of the old Italian War, that the maintaining a 
Counterpoiſe by their Union was impracticable: 
= And laſtly, they ſpared no Pains nor Arts to fow 
| Diſtruſt among the High Allies, or to bring Trou- 
bles upon er excite Commotions in the Dominions 
of one or other of them; as King Lewis XI of 
France, to free himſelf from the great ftreights 
to which he was reduc'd by the Houſe of Burgun. 
dy and other Princes, being even in Danger of 
Ei Fine of in his Ca tal City, applied him- 


i... 


felf (mſtead of expoſing his Kingdom to -the loſs 
of a Battle) to create Diſunion among the Princes. 
But tho? he ſucceeded, the Grand Alliance, not- 
withſtanding all Intrigues and Artifices, ſubſiſts 
hitherto ; as for maintaining the general Safety it 
muſt neceſſarily be continued, whether the War 
be ſtill carried on, or be ſoon ended by a good 
and wiſhed for Peace: For as to War, the Allies 
are timely ſenſible of what antiently the Princes 
| andi States of Italy, and other Parts of the Mediter- 
ranean, came to comprehend too late, with reſpect 

to the increaſing Grandeur of Rome, that if they 

were to contend ſeparately with ſo great a Power 

25 that of France, they might one after * 
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be overcome, and ſo be all ruin d: And as to Peace. 
ſhould it be made upon the very Terms and Views 
propoſed by the Grand Alliance above ſpecified, 
nevertheleſs France would have Force enough left 
to render it ſelf formidable to any one of the 
High Allies ſingly. Beſides, that Crown will be 
able to recover very ſpeedily all the Strength it 
may loſe in this War, Experience having ſhewn 
that for almoſt half a Century France has needed 
no more than fix Years Reſpite at the moſt, to 
ſtart afreſh and begin new Troubles. And beſides 
the Arguments which might be drawn from the 
eyer-reſtleſs and buiſy Temper of that Nation, 
which for above 200 Years has made them ſuch 
troubleſome Neighbours; as alſo from the Maxims 
which France, for extending her Empire, has con- 
ſtantly purſued z Experience proves, how little 
Account is to be made of a Treaty of Peace which 
ſhall ſeparate the High Allies : For not to menti- 
on what France, alter the ſolemn Treaties of Weft- 
phalia and the Pyrenees, undertook againſt the 
Empire and Spain at once in different Parts, that 
Crown, after the Peace of Nimeguen, which was 
my not concluded wholly to the common Satisfaction 

of the Allies, infeſted at once the Empire, Italy, 
of and the Netherlands, under moſt ftrange and un- 
ee accountable Preterts. So that neither Reaſon nor 
wy Experience will permit us to hope, that tho? this 
of War ſhould end inan advantageous Manner, the 
0 Peace will therefore be more laſting than were 
jt the former, unleſs both before and after the Trea- 
1 ty the High Allies keep and remain cloſely united 

and combined, in a perfect good Underſtanding, 


yl by the continuance of their Alliance; and even 
f in ſome convenient Meaſure armed, to aſſiſt each 


other reciprocally (if Occaſion ſhall require) to 
od repel new Inſults. All which will be the more 
- neceſſary, becauſe after the ending of the War, 
4 the violent Animoſities, which have ſubſiſted for 
above theſe forty Years, and have broken out in 
0 three ſucceſſive Wars, with no long Intervals be- 
- tween, will not ſoon be extinguiſhed in the Minds 
Jy of the Nations who have had ſuch long and fierce 
Conteſts, | —

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Io inforce what has been urged to prove the 
Neceſlity of continuing the Alliance after the 
Peace, we proceed, High and Mighty Lords, to 
obſerve, firſt, That (as has often been repreenged ) 


the great Aim of your High Mightineſſes and of 
your High Alliesin this War, is the maintaini 
of the general Liberty and eſtabliſhing theSecurj 
of this State : A Deſign no leſs lawful than neceſ : 
fary, on which the Good or Ill of theſe Provinces 
i DU. For without all Queſtion, nothing can 
be 10 oppoſite as an inſecure and precarious Con- 
dition to the Frobericy of States and Republicks, 
which like ours, have Commerce, Manufactures, 
and Navigation for their chief Balis and Support, 
and which are not only obliged to facilitate to 
their Subjects and Inhabitants, by all Methods 
imaginable, the Means of carrying on thoſe Arts 
with Hope and Profit. but to ſecure them in the 
uiet and caſy Poſſeſſion and Enjoyment of what 
they get or ſpare. Doing this, the People are in- 
creaſed, and with them the Power and Grandeur 
of the Prince, infinitely more, than by Conqueſts, 
which, if numerous, are like abundance of Branches 
on a Tree, that draw out the Strength and Sap, 
weaken the Trunk, and render it leſs able to abide 
Storms and Tempeſts. Nothing is more evident, 
than that Conqueſts beyond what are neceſſary for 
a Barrier to cover Frontiers, have always been de- 
trimental to Republicks which were not founded 
on Maxims of War, or did not ſeek to aggran- 
dize themſelves by the Ruine and Deſtruction of 
their Neighbours : That Conqueſts always bring 
more Charge than Profit, which drains the 
Strength, and conſequently diminiſhes the Sway 
and Influence of the Conquerors: For Proof of 
Which, neither Ancient nor Modern Examples are 
wanting. Secondly, that the aforeſaid great Aim 
and Deſign has not yet been poſſible to be ohtain- 
ed by any Treaty, wherein your High Mighti- 
neſſes and your Allies could find their Security: 


And thirdly, that therefore there is nothing to be

Motives and Views, they ſhall fall off from that 
laudable Zeal which they have hitherto ſhewn for 
carrying on the War as it ought, and if the means 
necefſary for that purpoſe ſhould be neglected or 
diminiſhed ? Moſt certain it is, humanly ſpeak- 
ing, that ſach Dimunition or Neglect will ſtop all 
Improvement or Augmentation of the Advan- 
tages hitherto obtained; and when the Fnem 

ſhall be no longer in Apprehenſion of further Lols, 
they will harden themſelves in their Averſion to 
all good Terms of Peace. Then (hall the Mo- 
narchy of Spain, with divers of its Dependencies, 
and the Indies with their Treaſures, be all left in 
one and the ſame Houſe, which will weigh down 
the Ballance to their Side, and impower them to 
give Laws to all Exrope ; which they were actu- 
ally about to do, and were far advanced towards 
it, when to prevent the Evil, it was found neceſſary 
to undertake this War, becauſe it was impoſlible 
to avoid it by any amicable means in the way of 
Treaty : There will then he an End of the Glory 
of the Arms of the Allies, and of their Conqueſts, 
ſo dearly purchaſed 3 and we ſhall ſee things ſink 
apace either to the Terms of a Defenſive War 

which in ſeveral reſpe&« is more heavy and dif: 
advantageous than an offenſive one ; or of a very 
mean and (light Peace, which will be neither ſure 
nor laſting any longer than France ſhall pleale : 
like thoſe of the Pyrenees, of Aix la Chapelle, of 
Nimeguen, of the twenty Years Truce, and of 
Ryſwick, every one of which, not long after they 
were made were broken by France, and in effect 
lerved only to give that Crown a little Reſpite to 
recruit its Force, and then to undertake afreſh 
ſome new Deſign againſt one or other of its Neigh- 
bours. But ſurely Affairs are now advanced too 
far and too proſperoully, for Men to feint and give 
out. To all the Conqueſts of the Allies no more 


is wanting than a Hand's Breadth of Ground, as 
B one 
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of France, and to oblige that Crown to agree to 
wiſhed for reaſonable Terms of Peace. *Tis now 
about 150 Years ago that the Victory of St. Quin- 
ten (as was (aid before) opened ſuch a Paſſage to 
the Spaniards. We are come within a very little 
of it, and in a much better Condition than King 
— was then. Yet a very little time, yet one 
good Exploit more, and with God's Aſſiſtance 
we may get over what remains to be done; But 
how can it be anſwered, High and Mighty Lords, 
if the great End and Defign of this War, which is 
a ſafe and good Peace, for obtaining which ſo little 
is wanting, ſhall not be perſectly ſecured but left to 
Hazard? If all the Taxes and Impoſts given for 
that End, ſhould be ſo long * —— in vain; and 
the Blood of ſo many brave Med ſpilt for nothing; 
only becauſe People could not be incited to exert 
their utmoſt Efforts for a very little time longer ? 
Doubtleſs ſuch Conduct as this would no leſs de- 
ferve to be laughed at, than of old that of the 
King of Swia was, who having vanquiſhed his 
Enemy thrice, made a ſudden Stop in the Career 
of his Victories, and fo loſt the Opportunity 
of Subduing them. Doubtleſs this would be to 
acquit our ſelves very unworthily of the Ac- 
8 owing to Heaven he all the Vi- 
Rories obtained; nor would it better conſiſt with 
Right Reaſon and Common Prudence, to ſtand 
ſtil} unſeaſonably, and loſe all the Fruits of thoſe 
Victories. We have heard an Inability to ſupport 
farther Taxes alledg'd ; but as that Argument is 
generally found to proceed rather from Impati- 
ence under the Burthen of Taxes, than to be 
juſt in itſelf and true in Fact; ſo it is not to be 
imagined, that ſuch pretended Inability can be of 
that Nature, as that a laſt Effort cannot be made 
for ſo ſhort a time, and in ſo advantageous a Chri- 
ſis of Affairs as is above mentioned. This at leaſt 
we can affirm, That our Anceſtors had quite o- 
ther Notions of Things, when they thought no- 
thing too much to defend themſelves from ha- 
ving a Tax of the Tenth Penny unlawfully im- 
poſed upon them; but rather than _ _

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, Rights and Liberties to be infringed, they con 
tributed, without repining, all they had. Which 
N Example is too eminent, to be followed now 
l with leis Zeal; ſeeing the eſtabliſhing of the

Succeſs, that the Enemy's Fleet has not only for- 
born to appear at Sea fince the Fight ſome — 
ago off Malaga, but likewiſe ſome Kingdoms, and 
the greateſt Part of the Iſlands and the principal 
Ports in the Mediterranean, except the Iſland of 
Sicily and ſome Ports on the Coaſt of Tuſcany, are 
reduced to the Obedience of the preſent Emperor 
Charles VI. as King of Spain. The Communicati- 
on between Catalonia and Italy has been kept open 
by means of the Fleet of Grear Britain, and this 
State, which has facilitated the tranſporting 
of the Troops that have been neceſſary for 
his ſaid Majeſty, to maintain his Footing in 
Spain, 

Thoſe Advantages might certainly have been 
carried further, if the Naval Force projected and 
propoſed for that purpoſe, could have been more 
compleat, and more timely out at Sea ; andif that 
can itil] be done, the Reduction of Spain, the In- 
dies, and the Iſlands in the Mediterranean remain- 
ing under the Obedience of the Duke of Anjou, 
may be the more aſſuredly and on good Grounds 
hoped for from the Efforts to be made on all ſides 
by Land againſt the Enemy: But if the ſaid

beſides that, in general there are no other Funds, 


according to the Methods of Government of this 


State, for any extraordinary Naval Force, than 
the Subſidies from all the Provinces ; they ſtand 
eng: ged by Virtue of the Declaration of War a- 

unſt France, and of the Grand Alliance conclu- 
fed thereupon, to continue the War by mutual 
Content, as well by Sea as by Land, and to fur- 
niſh the Supplies neceſſary for that purpoſe ;, to 
which they are likewiſe obliged by the ſubſequent 
Agreement made with the King of Portugal: And 
the Security of the Maritime Provinces ought as 
well to be preſerved and maintained at the com- 
mon Charge by proper Naval Forces, as that of the 


Inland Provinces by Fortifications and otherwiſe. 


In ſhort, the State, that is to ſay, all the Pro- 
vinces, is no leſs obliged to ſupport, by the 
ſtrength of the Country their lo kabirants and 
Subjects on the Sea, the Merchants, their Ships 
and Goods, than it is to ſupport the Traders and 
others who live on Commerce or otherwiſe at 
Land, or to protect (as is done daily) the —

tributions: And as, when Parties of Enemies 
happen to penetrate into one or other Part of this 
Country, to make Booty or do Miſchief, by Mi- 
litary Execution, and carrying off Hoſtages, all 
Zeal and Diligence is uſed to ſave and defend the 
Villages which lie moſt expoſed; fo is it full as 
reaſonable, and rather more neceſſary, to uſe all 
imaginable Care for the Protection of Commerce, 
Fiſhing and Navigation; becauſe the Loſſes ſuffer- 
ed during this War by thoſe concerned at Sea 
and ſtill daily ſuffered, are very conſiderable; and 
often the Ships and Goods taken, as lately thoſe of 
the Eicbon Fleet, are of greater Value than the 
Contributions of whole Provinces and Diſtricts a. 
mount to. 

'Tis therefore contrary to Reaſon and the Fun- 
damental Union of the Provinces of this Stare, as 
alſo to the Aim and End of this War, the grand 
Alliance, and the ſubſequent Treaties, that ſome

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Provinces have for along time ſo little regarded the 
Experice of the Naval Forces, as to caſt, if not 
the whole at leaſt Part of that Expence, on the 
Shoulders of two of their confederated Provinces, 
Hence it proceeds, that the Naval Forces have 
not been ſent out ſo compleat nor fo timely, as 
to be able to obtain any great Advantages over 
the Enemy : That the Colleges of the Admiralty 
whoſe Concern it is to look to the fitting out of 
the Squadrons, and who have done it upon Pro- 
mile of the Subſidies which have not been paid. 
are loaded with Debts, and thereby diſabled 
from making further Preparations, unleſs the ſe- 
veral Provinces do furniſh reſpectively the requi- 
ſite Sums; in Default of which, the Naval Forces 
now propoſed cannot be duly fitted out, to the 
great Damage of the Publick : For preventing 
which, the Council do intreat, with all the Ear- 
neſtneſs which the Importance of the Aﬀair re- 
quires, that the Provinces will weigh maturely the 
Reaſons and Confiderations aboveſaid; not at all 
doubting that they will have more Effect than for- 
merly to induce the Provinces to apply themſelves 
cordially to ſo neceſſary a Work, and make good 
their Enagements by a ſpeedy Conſent to this 
Petition, and by andvancing good Part of the 
Money of their reſpective Quot's; to the End 
the Colleges of the Admiralty may cauſe the 
Squadrons propoſed to be compleatly fitted out 
and put to Sea by the Time prefixed, and em- 
ployed to that great Aim and Deſign for which 
they are = is above-mentioned) intended.

ALETTER to 4 Friend concerning 
the Publick Debts, particularly that 
of the Navy. Suppoſed to be written by 
Robert W le Hi; 


I: HE Reports of Miſnanazenient, Miſapplicati- 
on and Embezzlement of the Public oney 
have ſo generally prevail d in the-Nation, that 1 do 
not wonder you ſhou'd deſire to be inform'd of the 
ſeveral Facts from which theſe Charges are drawn 
againſt the late Miniſters, Nor was I more ſur- 
prizd to find that the Debts of the Kingdom, 
with the Cauſes and Methods of contracting them 
were made the chief Subject of Complaint and 
Cenſure; ſince no greater Crime can be impu- 
ted to any Miniſtry than a corrupt Management, 
or Profuſion of the Publick Treaſure. In order 
therefore to anſwer your Enquiry, and to ſet 
this Matter in a true Light, | will examine the 
leveral Articles that make up this great Debt; 
ſetting forth, at the ſame time the extraordinary 
Expences which have been made, and the particu» 
lar Services which have been perform'd. By this 
View of the whole, you will be able to judge how 
far thoſe Expences and Services were occaſioned 
by abſolute Neceſſity, and the Good of the Publick; 
or requir'd by the Authority of Parliament, a 
conſequently how far the late Adminiſtration can 
be juſtify'd. 

You know, Sir, the Debt of the Nation conſiſts 
of ſeveral Parts: But becauſe That of the Navy 
amounts to the greateſt Sum, and is ſuppoſed to 
have chiefly affected the Credit, I will firſt pre- 
ſent you with a State of that Article, and ſubmit 
it to your impartial Conſideration. And I pro- 
miſe you that nothing ſhall be mention'd in this 
plain Account, that is not grounded upon Mat- 
ters of Fact, or upon authentick Certificates, called 
for by the Houſe of Commons for their Informati- 
on, and laid before them by the proper — 
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But before I enter upon the particular Exami- 
nation of this Debt, as it now ſtands, I beg leave 
to offer ſome general Conſiderations for the better 
explaining this Affair: And theſe ſhall relate 


chiefly to the Manner in which the Parl iament 


grants Money for that Service, and to the ſeveral 
Heads of Expence that have occaſion'd the increaſe 
of this Debt. 

Firſt, It is very well known, that in the Com- 
mittee of Supply, the Method of giving Money 
for the uſe of the Navy is different from the man- 
ner of providing for the Land-Service. In the 
latter Caſe exact Eſtimates of the whole Expence 
are given into the Parliament; according to thole 
Eſtimates the reſpective Sums are granted; and 
purſuant to them Eſtabliſhments are made, regu- 
lating the whole Expence of the Army,and ſubject 
to no Alteration or Enlargement. But the Annual 


Proviſion for the Navy is made by granting a Ge- 


neral Sum, not adjuſted or limited by any parti- 
cular Eſtimate, but by Computation. For in. 
fiance, It is ſuppoſed that Four Pounds a Month 
for every Man will anſwer all the Expences u 
the ſeveral Heads, except what is call'd the Ordi. 
nary of the Navy : And the Money given is more 
properly to be underſtood in the Nature of a Sum 
granted upon Account, than as a Sum fix d and li. 
mited, which is not in any Inſtance to be exceed- 
ed. For though what is Annually given ſhould be 
the the Rule and Meaſure of that Year's Ex- 

ce, as far as it can poſſibly be comply'd with; 
yet it will appear, upon Conſideration, utterly 
impracticable to make the Expence exactly anſwer 
to the Proviſion made by Parliament. 

The Sums granted for the Navy, during this 
War, have not been every Vear the ſame, though 
the Difference has not been great: But in order 
to ſtate the Method of computing the Annual 
Charge, it will be neceſſary to fix upon one cer- 
tain Sum: And what has moſt frequently been 
granted, is, Two Milli n Two Hundred Thouſand 

ounds, for maintaining Forty Thouſand Men im- 

loyd in the Sea-Service, including Eight Thou- 
land Marines. This Proviſion is made at the rome 
0 
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of Four Pounds a Month for every Man: And 
the Proportions ſuppos'd to be allotted to each 
— Head of Expence, are by Computation

ble, at firſt ſight, to fix and aſcertain the ex 
xpence upon any Head except that of Wa- 
ge» : For how can it he foreſeen that the Loſs or 
amage of Ships by Storms, or by the Enemy, 
in one Year, and no more, 
and that to rebuild or repair then ſhall not ex- 
ceed the Sum given? This laſt Article of Expence 
can never be fix d, unleſs it were in the Power of 
the Parliament to ſet the Price upon all Naval 
Stores, and even to lower jt as the Demand ſhould 
be greater. And the ſame thing is to be obſerved 
upon all kinds of Victualling and Neceſſaries for 
the Ordnance. For this reaſon the Proviſion is 
made in Parliament by Computation, and not by 
Eſtimate ; becauſe the Charge and Expence is ſup- 
—ou to be uncertain : But it is ſtill to be regulated 
y a good and frugal Management, and to be kept 
within Bounds as much as is poſſible. Ard there- 
fore it muſt be agreed on all Hands, that if no 
more than Forty Thouſand Men had been em- 
ploy'd on Board the Fleet during the whole Courſe 
of this War: And if no extraordinary Services 
had been perform'd, which were not included in 
the Eſtintates of the Navy, and for whichno other 
Proviſions were made; the Perſons, who have had 
the Care of the Navy, had been guilty of great 
Miſmanagement, in ſuffering the Debt to run £ 
0 


By the Nature of theſe Services, it appears im- 
poſſi 
act E 
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O great a height, and they had juſtly deſerved the 


ſevereſt Cenſure. 

And this brings me to conſider, in the ſecond 
Place, the ſeveral Heads of Expence that have oc- 
caſjon'd the Increaſe of this Debt. 

Firſt, it muſt be confeſsd that more than Forty 
Thouſand Men have been Annually employ'd on 
Board the Fleet for nine Years laſt paſt, The Per- 
ſons moſt converſant in theſe Affairs are of Opi- 
nion, that we have maintain'd in that Service near 
Three Thouſand Men a Year above the Forty 
Thouſand ; computing at a Medium of all the 
Years : And the Charge of thoſe Three Thouſand 
Men extraordinary muſt needs have amounted in 
nine Years to a very great Sum. 

Secondly, We ought to conſider the Nature and 
Extenſiveneſs of this War: The great Fleets that 
have been fent into the Mediterranean, and kept 
abroad the whole Year : The Wear and Tear that 
a Winter Campaign muſt occaſion, beyond what 
is ſuffer'd in the Summer Seaſon only : The Ex- 
pence of all Naval Stores for refitting and victu- 
alling our Ships in the foreign Ports of Portugal, 
Spain and Baß. Theſe and many more Reaſons 
might be given, to ſhew that the Computation of 
Four Pounds a Month for every Man, which was 
taken and ſettled from the Practice and Experience 
of former Wars, is by no means a full and ade- 
quate Proviſion for the Services perform'd jn this. 
Eſpecially if we reflect that it was impoſſible to 
proſecute the War in Spain with ſo much Vigour 
as the Nation and the Parliament requir'd, with- 
out keeping a conſtant Superiority in the Jedi 
rerranean. 

Theſe general Obſervations being made, I will 


now proceed to lay the Facts before you. 


The Debt of the Navy now to be accounted for, 
is the Debt as it ſtood at Michaelmas 1710: 


Which by the Committee of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, appointed to ſtate and examine the Publick 


Debts, was reported to be Five Millions One Hun- 


dred and Thirty Thouſand Five Hundred Thirty 


Nine Pounds, Five Shillings and Five Pence, ex- 


cluſive of the Regiſter Office. But ſince your 
Inquiry 
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always done at Michaelmas ; and that t 
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Inquiry has reſpect only to the late Miniſters, and 


you deſire chiefly to be inform'd how far they are 
anſwerable or blameable for this Debt, it will be 
reaſonable to dedut from this great Sum, what 
was due and incurr'd before their Adminſtration. 
It is well known that the Debt of the Navy is made 
up and ſtated but once in every Year, which is 
be greateſt 
Part of the Money granted for the Service of each 
Year, is generally iſſued and expended about the 
middle of it. For this reaſon, ſince the late Lord 
Treaſurer, who is blam'd for this great Debt, 
enter'd upon his Office about the middle of the 
Year 1702, by which time moſt of the Mo- 
ney given for that Year's Service had been 
iſſued, we muſt, in Juſtice to his Lordſhip, begin 
this Account from Michaelmas 1703, which was 
the firſt time that the Debt was ſtated after he 
had the Care and Management of the Revenne. 

The Debt then of the Navy at Aichaelmas 
1702, aSit was given into the Houſe of Commons 
by the Commiſſioners of the Navy, was One Mil- 
lion Eight Hundred Forty Nine Thouſand Four Hun 
dred and Six Pounds, Fre Shillings and Eight Pence: 
But then we ſhould deduct the Debt of the Regi- 
ſter Office as it then ſtood, which was One Hnu- 
dred Twenty Six Thouſand Seven Hundred Twen- 
ty Seven Pounds; and that brings the former Sum 
to One Million Seven Hundred Twenty Two Thou- 
ſand Six Hundred Seventy Nine Pounds, Five Shil- 
lings and Eight Pence; which being incurr'd be- 
fore he was imploy'd, ought juſtly to be deducted 
from the groſs Debt. 

ln the next place we ſhould conſider, how much 
has been ifſu'd ſhort to the Navy of the Two Mil- 
lion Two Hundred Thouſand Pounds, which I have 
ſaid was near the Sum Anually voted for that Ser- 
vice : And we ſhould alſo examine how ſuch De- 
ficiencies did ariſe, and how far it was neceſſary 
or prudent to let them fall upon the Navy. 

Firſt, It muſt be obſerv'd, that whatever is vo- 
ted more in the Committee of Supply, than is 
afterwards rais'd in the Committee of Ways and 
Means, or whatever is receiv'd leſs in the Exche- 

quer

mated in Parliament, proves a Deficiency that 
muſt fall upon ſome part of the Publick Services 
intended thereby to be provided for. And I muſt 
inform you, that an Authentick Account of the 
Sums that have been voted, addreſs for, or enatted 
fince her Majeſty's Reign, with the Grants for au- 
wering the ſame, and the Deficiencies thereupon, 

been deliver'd into the Houſe of Commons: 

By which Account' it appears, that after the De. 
ductions of ſuch Sums, as were made good by 
ſubſequent Parliaments, the real Deficiency of the 
Funds in nine Years did amount to One Alillion 
Eight Hundred and Sixty N ne Thouſand One Hun- 
dred Eighty One Pounds And that One Million 
Four Hundred and Eleven Thouſand and One Pounds, 
Nine Shillings and Nine Pence Halfpenny, did fall 


upon the Navy. And it muſt be allow'd by all 


Perſons that this Sum is to be deducted out of the 
Debt of the Navy, becauſe if it had been duly ſup- 

8 the Debt would have been really ſo much 
els. 

Secondly, It muſt be conſider'd how far it was 
prudent or neceſſary to let ſo great a Proportion 
of the Whole Deficiencies be plac'd upon the ſingle 
Headof the Navy, And here I cannot but enter 
ſo far into the Jultification of the late Miniſtry, 
to confeſs to you freely, that in my humble Opi- 
nion, thoſe Deficiencies could have fallen no where 
elſe ſo well. You need not be told, that far the 
greateſt part of the other Publick Services admit 
of no Credit at all : Nor could any other Credit of 
any kind have been had at ſo eaſy Terms as in the 
Navy, or have ſo little affected the Publick. It 
is needleſs to ry that theArmy can give no Credit; 
and after the happy Effects we have ſeen of an 
Army duly paid, every Body muſt approve that 
part of the Management, who does not repine at 
the conſtant Succeſſes, which we muſt all allow 
were obtain'd under the late Miniſtry. The Sea- 
men, who have Victuals and all things neceſſary 
ſupply'd for them on Board, can bear to wait ſome 
time for their Wages ; but the Soldiers can never 


want their ſubſiſtance. The Pay alſo of the Fo- 
: reign 
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reign Troops in Her Majeſty's Service muſt be 
punctually anſwered, and the Subſidies to Confe- 
derate Princes muſt be duly remitted, or the 
whole Alliance had been diſſolvid. Bills of Ex- 
change muſt be exactly comply'd with, or there 
would have been an End of Foreign Credit. And 
even at Home the Guards and Garriſons muſt have 
their Pay, or the Country would ſoon have felt 
the Effects of Free Quarter. It was therefore im- 
poſſible that theſe neceſſary, immediate and. una- 
voidabie Services could bear any part of the Defi- 
ciencies. And if deficient Talleys had been ſtruck 
and iſſued for them, the Diſcount upon thoſe 
Talleys, and conſequently the Loſs to the Publick, 
would have been much greater than was known 
in the firſt nine Years of this War. At the ſame 
time it muſt be admitted further, in juſtification 
of the late Miniſters, that the placing theſe Defi- 
ciencies chiefly upon the Navy, affected very lit- 
tle the Credit for many Years : Large Sums were 
conſtantly advanc'd, and almoſt forc'd upon the 
Government gt five or {ix per Cent. at the higheſt : 
The Navy Bills carry'd but ſix per Cent. intereſt ; 
and as long as the Courſe of the Navy was held 
to be ſacred, and no ne Diſtinctions were ſtarted 
between National and Parliamentary Credit, the 
Diſcount upon thoſe Bills was only in proportion 
to the Remoteneſs and Diſtance of their Courſe 
of Payment, And I muſt here obſerve one thing 
more 1n Juſtice to the late Miniſtry, That if any 
Man will take the Pains to trace the Diſcount 
upon Navy Bills, from the beginning of this War 
to November 1709, the time when that 1 
Sermon was preach'd at Sr. Pauli, he will find 
that the Diſcount upon Navy Bills was never till 
then ſo high by ten per Cent. as it is now, when 
we are told that the Credit is reſtor'd, and that 
effectual Proviſion is made for paying the Debts of 
the Nation. 

I muſt needs therefore own to you my Opie 
upon this Head, That ſince there was a real Defi- 
ciency in the Parliamentary Grants, which muſt 
fall where, the late Miniſters ſhew'd good 
Management in placing it upon the Navy, where

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i leaſt affected the Publick Credit, as I have al- 


ready prov'd. This makes the Deduction above 
mention'd, of One Alillion Four Hundred and 
Eleven Tho: ſand and One Pounds. Nineteen Shillings 


and Nine Pence Halfpeuny, to be juſt and reaſon- 


able, 

This, with the Sum before deducted, reduces 
the Debt to One Million Nine Hundred Ninety Six 
Thouſand Eight Hundred Fifty Seven Pounds, Nine: 
teen Shillings and Eleven Pence Halfpenny. 

The Sum laſt mention'd is properly the Debt 
that was incurr'd by the late Miniſtry: And ! 
will now go on to ſhew you how much of that 
Debt was occaſioved by extraordinary Expences 
or Services, for which no Proviſion was made; 
but which were underſtood by every Hcule of 
Commons to be abſolutely neceſſary ; and moſt of 
them were directed by ſome Addreſs or Act of 
Parliament. 

The firſt Inſtance that I ſhall give you of a cer- 
tain and known Expence, for which no Proviſion 
was granted, is the Intereſt that has been paid upon 
Navy Bills. And though this was very low for 
ſome time, as I obſerved before, yet it has in nine 
Years amounted to the Sum of Two Hundred and 
Forty Two Thouſand Ino Hundred Sixty Five 
Pounds, and Twelve Shillings : The like Intereſt 
has been paid upon Victualling Bills for the ſame 
time, amounting in the whole to the Sum of Two 
Hundred and Nine Thouſand Two Hundred Thirty 
Nine Pounds, Twelve Shillings and Six Pence. 
Thele Intereſts have been conſtantly paid, together 
with the Bills, and were known all 1 while to be 
paid out of the Money granted Annually for the 
current Service of the Navy: But no Froviſion 
was ever made to anſwer this additional and grow- 
ing — : 

Some Expences have alſo been made by the Au- 
thority of Acts of Parliament, though no parti- 
cular Proviſion was given for them: And of theſe 
we muſt not diſpute the Neceflity, though they 
happen to be Exceedings of the — 
Grants. Of this kind are firſt the Rewards an 
Premiums mention'd in an Act, 3 & 4 Anne, 

or 
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for encouraging the Importa 
from America, and directed to be paid by the 
Commiſſioners of the Navy tn particular Bills 
made out, and to-be paid in Courſe. This has 
coſt the Publick Eighteen Thouſand Pounds, Six- 
teen Shilling s and Six Pence. 

Secondly, a Bounty to the Officers and Seamen 
of the Fleet, of Five Pounds a Head for all French 
Priſoners, given by an Act 6 Ame. | 

This was likewiſe charg'd on the Courſe of 
the Navy, and has amounted to the um of Thirty 
four thouſand one hundred fifty five Pounds. 

Thirdly, An Encouragement for railing Sea- 
_ in the Year 1706, granted by an At 4 & 5

Purſuant to which there has been expended the 
Sum of Four 1 hundred twenty nine 
Pounds, ten Shillmgs and Five Pence. 

Other Expences have been occgſion'd by Ad- 
dreſſes of the Houſe of Commons; and it muſt 
alſo be allow'd that theſe were neceſſary and una · 
voidable. 

On the Firſt of December 1703, the Houſe of 
Commons addreſs'd her Majeſty, That ſhe 
would pleaſe to give Orders recruiting the 
Ships loſt in the great Storm: And on the zd of 
November following, an Account of the extraor- 


dinary Expence upon that Head was preſented to 


the Houſe, amounting to the Sum of One hundred

On the ſame Day another Addreſs was made, 
That Her Majeſty would be Graciouſly pleaſed ro

teen Shillings and five Pence. Though thele Ex- 
pences were made in purſyance of the Addreſles 
of Parliament, yet no Proviſion was ever granted 
for them, | 

There were ſome other Expences, for which no 
Money was given by Parliament: And yet they . 
muſt 0 confeſs'd to have been neceſſary Con- 

ſequences of the other Parts of the Service. 

The One hundred and twenty thoaſand Pounds, 

ranted Annualiy for the Ordinary of the Navy, 

2 never anſwer d the ſtanding Charge upon this 
Head, which has exceeded that Sum by at leaſt 
Twenty, and ſometimes Thirty thouſand Pounds a 
Year; as appears by Accounts that have been eye- 
ry Year laid before the Parliament. And here it 
is very obſervable, that though this be the only 
Eſtimate that i given in of any part of the Navy 

Expence, yet the Parliament never made a full 
Proviſion for it; whichis a new Inſtance that the 
Navy Maney is to be underſtood, as ſaid before, 
only in the nature of a Sum given upon Account. 
And this is ſtill more evident, when we conſider 
that in the Year 1754, no Sum at all was given 
for the Ordinary of the Navy; yet it could not 
be ſuppos'd that nothing was to be expended 
upon that Head, unleſs the Admiralty and Na- 
vy Offices, with every Branch of them, were to 
ſtand ſtill for one Year, or the Officers were all 
to ſerve withont Salaries. Upon this Head there- 
fore, it muſt be confeſsd moſt reaſonable to make 
the uſual Allowance of one Year, which is One 
hundred and twenty thouſand Pounds And though 
the other Exceedings have been Annually fo high 
as I juſt now mentioned, yet becauſe J will in 
every Article keep within due Compaſs, I will 
compute them but at the rate of Fourteen thouſand 
Pounds per Annum, which in nine Years amounts 
to the Sum of One hundred and twenty fix thouſand 
Pannds. 

In the Years 1702, 1703 and 1504, no Proviſi- 

on was made for the Tranſport Service ; but when 


ſuch large Sums had been granted for the Forces 
we Li ſerving 
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ſerving abroad, it was doubtleſs 4 neceſſary cunſe- 2 


guence that the Men, Arms and Horſes ſhould be 

tranſparted, thangh the Parliament had given no 

Money to that uſe. For this Service therefore, 

in thole three Years there was iſſued out of the 

Navy Money, Eighty four thouſand five hundred 
— fifteen Pounds, twelve Shill ugs and eight 

ence. 

The extraordinary Charge of the Marine Re- 
giments ws on Board the Fleet, is likewiſe 
an Expence of the ſame nature. Every Body 
knows, that thoſe Eight thouſand Men are inclu- 
ded in the Forty thouſand for which the Annual 
Provition is made in Parliament; and conſequent- 
ly their Pay is e but equal to the Wages of 

many ordinary Seamen. But it is as well known 
that the Marines are officer d and form'd into 
Companies, and are upon the ſame foot of Ex- 

nce as all other Regiments. And there has 

en iſſu'd out of the Navy Money, ſince this 
Reign, the Sum of Nine hundred and twelve thou- 
ſand twa hundred and eight Pounds, fourteen Shil- 
lings and eleven Pence for the paying theſe Regi- 
ments. But their Wages as ordinary Seamen, 
ſuppoſing they had been - wh thouſand Men com- 
pleat for eight Years paſt, which is about the 
time they were firſt rais d, would have amuunted 
to but Seven hundred and ninety two thauſand five 
hundred thirty three Pounds, fix Shillings and Fight 
Pence. So that the extraordinary Expence in this 
Particular, has been, One hundred and nineteeu 
thouſand fix hundred ſeventy five Pounds, eight 
Shillwgs and three Pence. This is another Pr 
of what | have ſo often mentioud, That Parlia- 
mentary Proviſion is by no means ſuppos d to be 
equal to the Expence upon each Head. 

The Charge of the Office of Sick and Waunded 
Seamen, = for maintaining Priſoners of War, 
may be allo reckan'd very juſtly a neceſſary Expence 
of the ſame kind. This Charge bas been all along 
born by the Navy, three Fifths of it out of Wa- 
ges, and two Fiſths out of the Victualling Ma- 
ney. But when it is conſider d, that more than 


Forty thouſand Men 8 been employ'd in this

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service, and that all the Species of Victualling have 

been at _ Rates, with an Intereſt and Diſcount 

upon the Bills, I muſt leave you to judge, whether 

theſe Heads could poſſibly bear this extraordinary 

Expence, for which no other Proviſion was made. 

And there has been iſſued for this Service the Sum 

of One hundred thouſand two hundred twenty eight 

Pounds, fourteen Shillings and fix Pence. | 

There has been another extraordinary Charge 

upon the Victualling of abſolute Neceſlity, and 

peculiar to this War, which is the Hire of Mer- 

chant-ſhips to carry out Victuals and all other Ne- 

ceſſaries for ſupply of the Men of War m the 

Mediterranean, in Portugal, and in the Weſt In- 

dies. It was impoſlible for many of the Ships to 

receive or ſtow Proviſions ſufficient for. the time 

that they have been kept abroad: Nor could ſeve- 

ral Species of the Victualling be preſerv'd fo long 

ood and wholſome. This Article of Freights an 

murrages to Merchant-ſhips has amounted in 

this War to the Sum of One hundred and forty five 

thouſand five hundred ninety eight Pounds, ſe ven- 
teen Shillings and three Pence Farthing. 

I will trouble you but with one Article more 
I mean that of furniſhing Proviſions for Land 
Forces ſent to Spain and Portugal, and for the 
Garriſon of Gibraltar. And ſince ſo much ſtreſs 
has been laid upon it, I beg leave to give it a par- 
ticular Conſideration, 

Every Body allows, that all Victuals neceſſary 
for the Land- Forces ſent abroad, muſt be furniſh'd 
at the Expence of the Government; and that no 
Money is granted by Parliament for this Uſe. But 
then it is objected, that no part of this Charge 
has been andy +1 to the Vittualling, nor any De- 
auttions made from the Pay of thoſe Forces, to re- 
imburſe-the Publick. Now l confeſs, Sir, it does 
not appear to me out of what Money thoſe Re- 
aſſignments ſhould have been made, when none 
was granted for that uſe, without a greater Miſ- 
application than that which is complain'd of. It 
remains therefore only to be conſider'd, how far 
it was adviſeable to have made thoſe Deductions 
from the Soldiers; and how far all the _—_—

22 have made good the Expence of the Pub- 
0 C pe 

For the firſt, I have been frequently inform'd, 
that it was a Matter duly weigh'd by the pro- 
per Officers; and that they always thought it 
expedient to continue to the Men their Pay, 
which became due whilſt they were on Board: 
And to deal plainly with you, Sir, I cannot 
help being of the ſame Opinion my ſelf, For 
it had been too great a Diſcouragement to thoſe 
Regiments, whoſe hard Fate had allotted to them 
the Service of Spain and Portugal, if, upon their 
Imbarkation a ſtoppage had been put to their 
Pay, which was their only Comfort and Retief 
under the Apprehenſion of a ſevere and hazardous 
Expedition. The great and endleſs Deſertions 
which have ſtill been the conſequence of all Or- 
ders of Imbarkation for thoſe Countries, were 
ſufficient Warnings to the Government, not to 
add any new Hardſhips to that Service, For the 
Men, eſpecially thoſe who were new rais'd, were 
in ſuch fear of the long and dangerous Voyage of 
the unavoidable Sicknels occafion'd by clole ſtow- 

e on Board, of the lamentable Mortality which 

had reaſon to dread upon their firſt landi 

in a new Climate, and being expos'd to the ſharpe 
Colds of a Camp, from the intollerable Heats of 
crowded Tranſports, that I have often heard it 
was difficult for the Officers with their atmoſt 
Care, to get on Board two thirds of a Regiment. 
What then muſt have been the conſequence, if 
they had known at the ſame time, that they 
were to receive no Pay all the while they un- 
derwent theſe Hardſhips and Dangers at Sea ? 
Eſpecially conſidering that the Marines on Board 
the ſame Fleets, and order 'd for the ſame Service, 
had not only the whole Allowance of Victuals, 
whilſt the Land- Forces were kept at ſhort Allow- 
ance, which is fix Men to four Mens Meat, but 
were entituled likewiſe to receive their full Pay 
and Subſiſtance. Such different Uſage iu the fame 
Body of Men would have created fo much Diſ- 


order, Mutiny and Deſertion, that it would have 
C3 been 
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been impoſſible to carry on the War in Sparn: 
So that, 25 the whole matter, 1 ſhould rather 
have thought it reaſonable, to have given ſome 
further Encouragement to theſe poor Men, than 
to have made thoſe Deductions from them; which 
ariſing to a ſmall Sum, whilſt they were on Board, 
ve them new Life and Spirit upon their Landinꝑ, 
and enabled them to buy freſh Proviſions, and o- 
ther neceſſary Supports. | 
In the next place it muſt be own'd, that theſe 
Deductions would have avail'd very little towards 
making good the Expence of the Publick. The 
uſual A pages were firſt to be made; Tents, 
Kettles, and all the Field and Camp Fquipage, 
were to be provided; and theſe the Men were 
now oblig'd to buy for themſelves out of their 
a-Pay; whereas, in the practice of the Army, 
a Fund is rais'd for anſwering theſe Expences, by 
what is uſually calPd the Winter-Stoppages ; that is, 
by ſtopping ſo much out of every Man's Pay, 
whilſt the Regiments are in Winter Quarters, 
7 in Garriſon, as is ſufficient for this purpoſe. 
And wheneyer it has happen'd, that any Regiment 
order d to Flanders, bas been oblig'd to take the 
Field without going into Garriſon, the Charge 
of the Camp- Neceſſaries has been always born by 
the Publick, and made good to the Regiment by 
Contingent-Warrants But this has been cor- 
ſtantly ſaved to the Publick in the Regiments ſent 
to Spain: And if an exact account could be had 
of the whole Charge upon this Head there, where 
no Winter Stoppage could be made, it would be 
found that all rhe Deductions that could have 
been taken from the Men during their Paſſage, 
would have exceeded very little the Charge of 
buying their Field-Equipages. | 
But if, notwithſtanding what has been ſu id, it be 
mitted, that Deductions ſhould have been made, 
et us then conſider, what would have been the 
mount of the whole, and how much would have 
been ſaved to the Publick. The Sum of Six hun- 
ared and fix thouſand eight huudred aud fix Pounds, 


ſeven Shillings and ſeven Pence, which is the whole 


of this extraordinary Charge, is not an Account 
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of the certain Expence that has been made, bur a 


Computation of the Charge, as the Commiſſioners 
of the Victualling have ſtated it; reckoning at the 
rate of ten Pence or twelve Hence à day for every 
Man; aud taking in the whole Loſs by Diicount 
of the Bills, the high Price of all Proviſions, the 
Freight for carrying them ont, and all other 
incident Charges. Ler us how fee how much 
the Soldiers could have paid towards this zen 
Pence or twelve Pence a Day. The Subliſtance of 
a private Man is but fue Pence a Day, after the 
Dedu&ion of Off. Reckonings, and the weekly 
Stoppage for fmall Accoutrements, authori- d by 
Act of Partiamertt : So that if the whole hud been 
ſtopp'd, it had not anſwer'd half the Expence. 
But it is very well known, that the Land. Forces 
were always kept at 3hort- Allowance, whilſt they 
were on Board, and by the fame Rule, that the 
Seamen, when at ſhort Allowance, receive what 
is call'd Short Allowance- Money, inſtead of the 
whole Victualling, the Land-Forces always re- 
ceivd, whilſt they were on Board, two Pence a 
Day for every Man out of their Subſiſtance, to 
buy Brandy and Tobacco, and ſuch other Refreſh- 
ments as were neceſſary to ſupport them at Shert- 
Allowance, This reduces the Subſiſtance of a Man 
to three Pence a Day; which computing the 
Charge at a Medium, between zen Pence and 
twelve Pence a Day, would have anſwer'd little 
more than a Fourth, not neat a Third of the Ex- 
pence. And therefore, if all had been done that 
is pretended to have been neceſſary, near Four 
hundred and fifty thouſand Pounds had remain'd 
as a part of the Debt uhavoidably incurr'd, and 
for which there had been no reaſon to blame 
the late Adminiſtration. And when the other 
part is thorowly weigh'd, I believe you will 
think, as I do, that it would have been extream 
hard to pinch ſo many brave Men, who every 
Day ventur'd their Lives for their Country, 
* only Twenty or Thirty Thouſand Pounds 
a Lear. 
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The ſame Reaſoning will in great meaſure hold 
for the Proviſions furniſh'd to the Garriſon at | 
Gibraltar, where the Men are likewiſe kept at 
Short- Allswance. Nothing can there be got for 
Money from the Country; and all ſuch Proviſi- 
ons and Refreſhments as are brought into the 
Town by ſmall Boats, are twice as dear as in 
other Places. The Price alſo of Shoes, Stockings, 
and all ſmall Accoutrements, is ſo very high, P 
that Twelve Pence a Week there, will not go 
fo far as the uſual Stoppage of Six Pence a Week 
does here. And as this Particular has almoſt 
every Year been enquir'd into, it has ſtill been F 
found expedient ard neceſſary continue to the Men 
their Pay. And a diſtin Account has been kept R 
of what has been furniſh d by the Dach; which 
is a juſt Demand upon them, and mult certainly be B 
allow'd among other Accounts, that are depending 
between the two Nations.

find; becauſe I was refolvd not to inſert any 
thing that depended ſo entirely upon Calculation, 
as to admit any Doubt or Uncertainty. If by a 
moderate Computation there had been an Al- 
lowance made upon thoſe Heads, the extraordi- 
nary Expences would have exceeded the Debt to 
be accounted for. But then it mnſt have been re- 
m-mber'd, that at the beginning of the War the 
Fleet was in a much better Condition than it can 
poſſibly be in at this time: And the Magazines 
were full of all manner of Stores, which are now 
exhauſted. And how much it will coſt to put 
the Fleet into the ſame Condition again, and to 
repleniſh the Magazines, cannot be computed till 
the War is ended, and their Condition can be 
known; but it muſt. be admitted that this has 
been an Eaſe to the Service, and has prevented the 
further Increaſe of the Debt: 

I muſt likewiſe obſerve, that there have been 
no Appropriations in this War of any particular 
Sums to any particular Services; but one general

will find the Services of that Miniſtry not infer; 


dur to thoſe of any that went before it; and an

Suppes'd to 
be written by Robert W——=le, Eſq; 


Was long ſince inform'd, That in many parts 
[ of the N our People were taught to 
think they had been plunder' d of Thirty five 
Nillions. I beliey'd for ſome time, it was need- 
leſs to diſprove this Report, which I thought was 
| ; unlikely 
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unlikely to laſt ; but bei 
fame Rumour continues, I have at length reſolyd 
to enquire into the Grounds and Reaſons of it. 
Yet before I enter upon this Examination, I can- 
not help declaring how much I am ſurpriz d, 
That ſuch wild Reports ſhould find credit in the 
Kingdom, I am ſenſible, the Printing the Votes 
has been now ſo long in ule, thar the People do 
not only claim, as their Right and Privilege, to 
have a daily Account of the Proceedings of the 
Houſe of Commons ; but they think they are 
competent Judges of whatever is tranſacted by 
their Reprelentatives. And they conceive them- 
ſelves ſufficiently entituled to debate and reaſon, 
to cenſure or approve all Things and Perſons that 
at any time come before the Parliament. I am 
alſo ſenſible, that he who has but read the Votes, 
takes upon him to determine as peremptorily as if 
he were fully inform'd not only of the Facts, but 
of all ths Reaſons and Motives that induc'd the 
Houſe to come to ſuch Reſolutions. Nor am I 
ignorant what ſtrange Concluſions are often drawn 
— hence, and what groſs Miſtakes paſs upon 
the World. This muſt needs be evident to every 
Man that hears the common Notions and Opint- 
ons which we find are generally receiv'd; and 
which would appear to us moſt unaccountable, if 
we were not determin'd wilfully or ignorantly to 
eſpouſe and maintain whatever is thought neceſſa- 
ry for the ſupport of a Party. 

But ſo notorious an Inſtance of this I never met 
with, as in the preſent Caſe ; finceI am told, that 
in every Coffee houſe and Ale-houſe in ſome Coun- 
tries I may hear it with confidence aſſerted, and 
find it too generally beliey'd, that Thirty five 
Millions were loft ta the Publick during the late Ad- 
miniftration. And if I ſhould argue the Matter

has been duly apply'd to the proper Services. 
Aud it is in the Power of every Accomptant ſo 
far to Render an Account of what Money has 
been iſſued to him, as to prepare and lay his Ac- 
compts before the Auditors in a reaſonable time; 
h from the Nature of ſome Services 'tis ut- 
terly impoſlible to do it within the time limited 
and requir'd by the Courſe of the Exchequer: 
And when Accompts are thus Render'd, and 
Vouchers for every particular Sum deliver'd to 
the Auditor, without which Accompts canno 
rly be {aid to be laid before him; the Pub- 
ick is ina great Meaſure ſecur'd by ſeeing and 
knowing the Diſtribution and Expence of every 
rticular Sum, though the Accompts are not 
actually paſs'd \, which then ſeems chiefly neceſſary 
for the Intereſt and Security of the Accomptant. 
But though he be ſenſible of this, and deſirous to 
Paſs his Accompts, yet it is not always in his 
Power to get over the Difficulties and Delays 
which be meets with for want of Form only; the 
common Courſe and Practice of Payments in ſeve- 
ral Offices being inconſiſtent with the Rules and 
Methods eſtabliſh'd in the Exchequer for Paſſing 
Accompts. Several Inſtances of this I ſhall give 
you before I conclude, but what I have ſaid is at 
— ſufficient to make good the Diſtinction 
tween Paſſing and Rendring Accompts. And this 
Diſtinction the Houſe of Commons had very 
clearly in their View, when they ſaid, For a Great 
Part whereof no Accompts has been laid before the 
Auditors; by which they manifeſtly fix the blame 
upon Accompts not being Render d, or, which is 
the fame thing, not laid Fefare the Auditors. 

I come therefore now to conſider how much 
of the Thirty five Millions has not, im this ſenſe, 
| been accounted for. And though tis ſaid in the 
Country, that the hole is un accounted for; tis 
almoſt ridiculous to endeavour to diſprove that, 
unleſs one could ſuppoſe that a Great Part can be 
by any Body underſtood to mean the Whole. But 

much this Great Part, for which no Account 
has been Render'd, amounts to, may eaſily be found 


by 
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to look into the Report where he will ſee that 
the Committee from Certificates of the Auditors 
of the Impreſts have ſtated the Accompts of the 
ſeveral Accomptants therein mention'd under the 
Heads of Charge, Diſcharge, and Remains to be ac- 
counted for. The Charge contains the whole 
Charge of all Moneys receiv'd by the Accomp- 
tants out of theExchequer or vtherwiſe : The Diſ- 
charge, as well Accompts that lay before the Auditors, 
as Accompts actually paſs'd ;, and a Ballance is then 
ſtated at the foot of each Accompt; which Bal- 
lances being added all together, amount to but 
Seven Millions five hundred fifty ſeven thouſand five 
hundred and thirteen Pounds, wo Shillings ani 
eight Pence. 

What then can be more unaccountable than the 
common Error which People have entertain d of 
this Matter? The Houſe of Commons has been 
careful to ſet it in a true Light, by publiſhing the 
particular State of the Whole, and 5 ky wn 
in expreſs Words, how much under eac Head 
remains to be accounted for; which wanted no skill 
but common Addition for any Man to be inforni'd 
of: And yet the Country is amus'd and impos'd 
upon, by a groundleſs Noiſe of Thirty five Milli- 
ans not accounted for, in direct Contradiction to a 
Report publiſh'd by Order and Authority of the 
Houſe of Commons. | 

By what I have now ſhewn, it appears, That 
of the Thirty five Millions, &c. there ought no 
leſs to be ſtruck off, than Twenty ſeven Millions, 
ſeven hundred forty four thouſand five hundred nine- 
ty four Pounds, ſixteen Shillings and a Penny; which 
already reduces that immenſe Sum to ſever: Mil- 
lions and a half, &e. as is before-mention'd. I his 
laſt dum is all that remains to be accounted for, 1 
mean, all for which no Accompt has been rel» 
der dat Chriſtmas 1510. But then it muſt be ad- 
mitted, that all the Accompts are not actually paſs'd 
for the other Part, though they have been duly 
render'd.

This being premis d, I will now conſider the 
Reaſons and Allegations of the ſeveral Acco p- 
tants, and how far 2 may be juſtify'd, The 
Report indeed ſets ſorth, That though the princi- 
pal Accomptants, a d all that were ſummon d by 
the Committee, did offer Reaſons in their own 
Vindication, the Committee did not think fit to 
examine them; For that they were not empowered 
by the Feuſe ſo to do. The Reaſons therefore ha- 
ving never been before the Houſe, they could not 
enter into them; nor could do mere than barely 
ſtate the Facts. But yet, whoever will look into 
the ſaid Report, will find, That the chief Delays 
have ariſen either From: the want of Privy Seals; 
or from the Nature of the Services perform d; or 
from the Remoteneſs of the Places where the Pay- 


ments were made; or from the Method and Pra- 


(tice of Paying and Accompting, which is peculiar to 
the Navy Office. 


The Paſſing Accompts by my Seals, has for-

merly made a great Noiſe in Parliament; and 


had once a Cenfure in ſuch ſtrong and general! 


Terms, that 1 believe it has very much obſtrutt- 


ſuch a Nicety in granting them, as if always in- 
ſiſted on, will make the paſſing ſeveral Accompts 
utterly impracticable, and furniſh the Accomp- 
tants with an Excuſe that may cover any wilful 
Delay or Negle&t. 'Tis as needleſs as it is difficult, to 
mention all the Inſtances where Privy Seals are not 
warrantable, and ought not to be granted: But tis

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Several Diſallowances may be made to an Accompt 
in the Exchequer, for want of regular Vouchers, 
when it is evident by Receipts and ſuch other 
Proofs, as the Service was capable of ſupplying, 
that the Money was expended to the proper 
Uſes for which it was granted, And nothing but 
a Privy Seal can ſupply this Defect, which in- 
deed is only a Defect in form. 

The Rules of the Exchequer are very ancient, 
and were certainly in their Original well con- 
triv'd for the Service and Security of the Publick; 
but it is not to be ſuppos'd that Rules and Or- 
ders of ſo long a Date, when the Receipts and 
Iſſues were very much leſs, and the Money gene- 
rally expended within the Kingdom. can be ſtrict. 
ly adapted to the Services and Occaſions of the 


m_ Times. The Annual Grants and Expences 


o lo far exceed any thing known in thoſe Days, 
and are of ſuch infinite variety. that Caſes muſt 
every Day ariſe which were unforeſeen, and con 
ſequently could not be provided for. And this 
makes it neceſſary either ro alter or new model 
the Courſe of the Exchequer, that it may ſuit 
better with the Incidents of the preſent Times; 
or if the ancient Courſe is to be preſerv'd ſacr 
and inviolable, to have a Diſcretionary Power 
lodg'd ſomewhere, that may diſpence with the 
ſtrict Rules for the Accommodation of the Publick 


Service. This Power is now in the Privy Seal, 


and ought in Juſtice to be exercis'd ; but with 
that Care, and under ſuch Checks and Limitations 
as may beſt ſecure the Revenue, and prevent any 
Fraud or Loſs to the Publick. A few Inſtances 
that concern the preſent Queſtion, will, I think, 
fully clear this Matter. | 
The Payments to Foreign Princes for Subſidies, 
and to their Troops in Her Majeſty's Service for 
their Pay and Extraordinaries, are always made 
urſuant to Treaties and Effabliſhments. Thoſe 
eing the Conditions upon which the Foreign 
Forces are ſtipulated for, and taken into the Ser- 
vice, the Payments can be made upon no other ? 


and this is likewiſe agreeable to the Grants o 


Parliament, which are always founded upon the 
Trea- 
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Treaties, But the Courſe of the Exchequer re 


uires likewiſe Muſter Rolls, and Signs — * 
Ge all Payments made by the Pay. Maſter © 
the Forces, which in this Caſe cannot be had; 
and therefore the Accompts for ſuck Payments al- 
ways have paſs'd, and muſt always paſs by Privy 
Seals. And this happens even in the Service of 
Flanders, where *tis very well known, the Pay- 
ment have been made with all poſſible Strifnefs 
and Regularity. 

But he that expects the ſame Method and Ex- 
actneſs in Spain or Portugal, muſt be very little 
acquainted with the Nature of that Service : For 
there a Moiety almoſt of the Money granted An- 
nuaily, has been <xpended for the Pay of Foreign 
Troops, and their Embarkations from Laly ; — 
the Pay of the King of Spain's own Troops; for 
the Support of his Houſhold and Civil Liſt, which 
every Body knows cannot be regularly allow'd 
in an Army-Accompt; for Regiments of Spax:- 
ards, that have been form- d, reduc'd, and per- 
haps rais'd again in the Compaſs of a Year. as 
the Face of Affairs has alter d; and for infinite 
Contingencies and Extraordinaries of the War, 
for which no Proviſion could be made but upon 
Accompt. And whoever conſiders the Nature of 
theſe Services, the long Marches backwards and 
forwards of thoſe Armies, the alternate good and 
bad Succeſs of that War, and the Remotenels and 
Diſtance of that Country, which made it impoſ- 
ſible to ſend Orders from hence upon any Emer- 


gency, or every new Occaſion ; will, I believe, 


not much wonder that the Accompts of that War 
are not eaſily paſs'd : For how is it poſſible, that 
Payments made in ſuch remote Parts under the 


Care and Direction of different Perſons, and lia- 


ble to ſo many Accidents and Diſorders, ſhould 
be adjuſted with ſo much Regularity and Diſpatch 
as Affairs of the like Nature here at Home? Or 
how can it be ſuppos'd, that a great many of 
thoſe Payments, which could not be allow'd 
without the Authority of a Privy Seal, ſhould ever 


be paſs'd without one? Yet an Accompt of the Re- 


ceipts and Payments for that Service may be fo 
© 2 oh made 
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ww made up, as may plainly ſhew, that the Money 


was apply'd to the proper ' Uſes, tho the Vouch- 
ers may not be ſo regular and perfect, to enable 
the Auditor to paſs the Accompt. 

Another great Inſtance of the Neceſſity of Privy 
Seals, is, The Method of paſſing the Accompts of 
the Treaſurer of the Navy ; upon whichthe Com- 


mittee obſerves, «© That though this is an Ac- 


« compt of the greateſt Sums of Money, and of 
ce the greateſt Conſequence to the Kingdom 
ce yet it ispaſs'd in a Method quite different from 
de any other Accompt, the ſame being brought to 
ce the Auditor in Volumes, ſign'd by three Com- 
c“ miſlioners of the Navy, without any Vou- 
4 chers, which the Auditor is empowered thus 
& to pals by the Authority of a Privy Seal. 

By this time 1 queſtion not but both the Ju- 
ſtice and Neceſſity of Privy Seals appear evident 
in ſome Caſes; and I ſhall only add, That I would 
not be thought to contend here for Privy Seals, to 
ſupply the want of Vouchers or Receipts for 
Money, but only to make gocd any defect in 
Form or Regularity, occaſion'd by the Neceſſity 
of the Service, and which by the ſtrict Courſe of 
the Exchequer could not be allow'd. 

Put farther, to demonſtrate the Security of the 
Publick, I muſt obſerve, that Privy Seals are ne- 
ver granted till the Accompt and all the Vouchers 
produc'd to ſupport it, have undergone the ſtrict- 
eft Examination, and the Privy Seals themſelves 


- have been referr'd to the Auditors; whereby the 


ſame Perſons in whom, by the Law and Rules of 


the Exchequer, the Power of l Judg- 


ing of all Vouchers is lodg'd, have the Re-exa- 
minationof all ſuch Vouchers as appears irregular 
or deficient; and if they ſhall be found reaſona- 
ble to be allow'd upon the Report and Opinion of 
the Auditors, the Warrant goes for directing the 
Privy Seal to paſs the Accomp. 

And this furniſhes me with another Argument 
to ſhew, That the rendring or laying an 22

chief Satisfaction that is given to the Publick ; or 
at leaſt, that when the Accompt with all the 
Vouchers 
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Vouchers is laid before the Auditors, the Accomp- - 


tant has done all that for ſome time- is in his 
Power to perform. Thefirſt Examination of the 
Accompt, the Re conſidering it upon the Diſ- 
allowances, and all the Forms and Steps through 
the ſeveral Offices that are neceſſary to perfect 
Accompts of ſuch large Sums, as are now Jg 
under Conſideration, are Works of Time; a 
moſt certainly make an Accomptant very excuſa- 
ble, that has render'd his Accompt, and deliver'd 
in his proper Receipts and Vouchers, although his 
Accompt be not actually paſs d. 

To bring then this Matter to a concluſion, tis 
plain, That as Accompts have been rendred for all 
the Thirty five Millions, &c. except for Seven, 
&c- ſo we find by the Report. that the principal 
Accomptants alledge and chiefly inſiſt on the want 
of Privy Seals for their Juſtification, which be- 


came neceſſary by the Nature of the Services, and 
- which only could enable them to comply with the 


preſſing Occaſions of the War. 

It is not my Buſineſs to conſider the particular 
Defences of each Accomptant, any farther than is 
neceſſary to my preſent Purpoſe, but ſome few 
— may not improperly be made upon 
them. 

In the Earl of Ranelagh's Accompt, as ſtated 
by the Committee, we find, That all his Accompts 
even to his final Accompt, lay before the Auditors, 
with a Ballauce only to be accompred or, of One 
thouſand ſeven hundred ſeventy one Pounds, eight 
Shillings and Sixpence : But that upwards of ſi Mil- 
lions was depending for want of a Privy Seal, which 
is reckon'd into the Thirty five Millions : T hat of the 
Diſallowances which had been made to his Accompt 
for want of regular Vouchers, a Privy Seal FH a 
ſtritt Examination had been directed to diſcharge 
him of near Four Millions; and that he was ap-

In Mr. Bridges Accompt, as ſtated by the Com P. 
mitte, we find, That his Accompts were ſo far deli- B. 
ver d in, as to leave at the time of the firft Meeting of in 
the Committe, a Ballance to be accounted for above b. 
ſix Millions, hut that above eight Millions were 


rec ton d into the Thirty five; for which the Ac. hi 
comęts were either then fully adjuſted, or lay before ab 
the Auditors : And that his Accompts deliver d in if 
at that tine, contain d his whole Accompt for the ne 
Service ej Flanders to December 1709. and for the 
Service in Spain and Portugal to December 1 707, 
But I am very credibly inform'd, That when the 
Report came from the Committee, and this Mat- 
ter was debated in the Houſe, Mr. Bridges in- 
form'd them, and very much to their Satisfaction, 
That he had farther detiver'd in his Accompts to 
the Auditors, for the Service in Spain and Portugal 
for the Years 1708 and 1709, by which he has 
rende, d an Accompt of Three Millions two hun-

provid. Or if a Precedent were wanting for it, 
we find in the Report, That Mr. Fox his Prede- 
ceſſor did paſs his Accompts by the help of ſuch 
mo *eals. But if it be objected, That Mr. 
Bridges's delivering in his Accompts ſince the Meet- 
ing of the Committee, may reaſonably be ſup- 
_ to be occaſionꝰd * is very Enquiry; I 

g any Man to conſider how it was poſſible for 
him to prepare Accompts of that Nature for 
above Three Millions; or even to tranſcribe them 
if they had not before been in the greateſt forward - 
neſs imaginable. 

It would be too tedious to enter into aff the 
Particulars, and would ſwell this Paper beyond 
my preſent Deſign ; I will therefore mention no 
more but Sir Thomas L'ttleton's Accompt, as it was 
ſtated by the Committee: Where we ſhall find, 
That (including what was paid over to his S4cceſſor) 
above Ten Millions and a half are reckon'd into the 
Thirty ue; for which his Accompts either lie be- 


fore the Auditors, or under the Examination of the 


Navy Board. But the Method of accounting by 
the Treaſurer of the Navy, is known to be 
very voluminous and tedious; and at the ſame 
time, his whole Accompt is under ſuch Checks 
and Regulations, that as it is impoſſible for hifh 
to do more than render his Accompts within the 
Time limited, and the Publick m the mean while 
is effectually ſecur'd ;, ſo it would be very unjuſt 
to blame him for unavoidable Delays. But I 
think it needleſs to ſay any more upon this Head, 
and ſhall only inſert a Paragraph out of the Ob- 
ſervations of the Commiſſioners of the Navy, which 
I find in the Report, very full to my preſent pur- 
pole, in theſe Words: © And ſure no Man can

« kept, and can at any time be given. 

Theſe Inſtances in the great and principal 
Branches of the publick Revenue, I hope are 
ſufficient to give any Man fo clear a View into tie 
Nature of publick Accompts, that I need not de- 
fcend to any more Particulars. 

But I muſt add one thing more in Juſtice to 
the late Miniſtry, That they took care, through 
the whole Courſe of this War, not only to iſſue 
the Money for the proper Services, but likewiſe 
to {ce that it was duly apply'd to them This 
appears by the Certificates, which were conftant- 
Iy requir'd, and every Week or Fortnight deli- 
wer'd by the chief Paymaſters of their reſpective 
Receipts and Payments, and the Remainders in 
their Hands; do that by this means the Lord 
Treaſurer was always inform'd what Money had 
been actually expended, and what ſtill was left 
to be apply'd to ſuch Uſes as the Occaſions of the 
Government requir'd. Andif it is not to be doubt- 
ed but thoſe that had the Care of the Reve- 


nue were fully inform'd of the Nature and Ne- 


ceſſity of all theſe Services, and had ſo far ſeen 
and known the Diſtribution of the Money, as to 


be ſatisfy'd in general of the due Application of 


it, I would be glad to know with what Reaſon 

or Juſtice they could permit the Rigour of the

And he is therefore ſure to be every 
half Year certify'd by the Auditors to be in Ar- 
rear ? Should his Eſtate then have been extended 
for not having done what he never was able to 
perform ? Every Body knows what vaſt Sums of 
Money are paid by Treaſurers of the Navy upon 
impreſt Bills; and yet he cannot be diſcharg'd of 
that Money till per/ect Bills are made out, though 
the Money has been actually paid according to 
the Direction of the Treaſury, and by Order of 
the Commiſſioners; and though he has all the 
Receipts and Vouchers for Payment of it. Theſe 
Inſtances ſurely are ſufficient to ſhew of what Uſe 
and Neceſſity Warrants are for ſtopping of Pro. 
ceſs, and with how great Juſtice they may be 
ſometimes granted; which is a Matter fo very 
evident, that I may venture to affirm, the 
Houſe of Commons did not make the ſtopping of 
Proceſs any part of their Charge or Imputa- 
tion. 

This I think may very reaſonably be concluded, 
if we conſider that the Houſe of Commons on 
Wedneſday the 25th of April, did order that the 
proper Officers ſhould lay before the Houſe an 
Account of all Warrants that had been granted 
for ſtopping Proceſs, and the Reaſons for them;

for his Credit, ſo it ſhows, that due Care has 
been taken for paſſing Accompts, when the 
Nature of the Service did not make it neceſſa 
ſary to diſpence with the common Rules and

ces being inconſiſtent with the Courſe of the Ex- 
chequer, require Privy Seals, and are the Work 
of longer time than is limited for paſſing Accompts, 
if it appears that thoſe Irregularities, incident to 
Accompt*, are yet neceſſary for the Accommo- 
dation of the Service, and not to be avoided with- 
out infinite Prejudice to the Management and if 
it appears that the Security of the Publick does 
not entirely depend upon the actual paſſing 4 
Accompts, provided they have been duly render'd, 
I hope People will begin to be ſatisfy'd, that the

Publick Accompts, yet they are unprepared to 
offer any perfe& State of the particular Branches 
of the Revenue to the Houſe, but will endeavour 
to lay before you, after the Receſs, a General 
Account of the Receipts and Iſſues of Her 
Majeſty's r for the Current Year 
1711. (which they hope) is all will for the 
preſent be expected from them, as well in re- 
gard of the ſhortneſs of the Time they have been 
aged in this Work, as of the great variety 
= extent of it. They beg leave alſo to obſerve, - 
that many of the Accompts are not yet com- 
pleatly brought before them; particularly thoſe 
of the Army, which are large and Volumi- 
nous. 

But in the Courſe of their Examinations rela- 
ting to the Affairs of the Army, they have al- 
ready diſcover d ſome Practices which they con- 
ceive highly detrimental to the Publick, and ſuch 
as they are obliged to report to you. 

In Obedience therefore to your Order of Tueſ 
day the 11th inſtant, your Commiſſioners bere

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Gyr Your Commiſſioners having thought themſelves 
| oblig'd to recite this Letter and Warrant at large, 
humbly conceive it will be expe-ted that they 
ſhould make ſome Obſervations upon them ; as to 
what therefore relates to the Evidence of Sir Solomon 
de Medina his Grace has been pleaſed to admit it 
in general, but with this Diſtinct ion, that he clams 
the Sums received as Perquiſites to the General in 
the Lom Countries. 

On which your Commiſſioners obſerve, that 
ſo far as they have hitherto been capable of in- 
forming themſelves in the Conſtitution of the 
Army, the great Sums, which appear to have 
been Annually paid to the Duke on Account of 
theſe Contracts, can never be eſteemed Legal or 
Warrantable Perquiſites. 

For they do not find, by the ſtricteſt Enquiry 
they can make, that any other Engliſh General in 
the Low Cuntries, or elſewhere, ever claimed or 
received ſuch Perquiſites; but if any Inſtance 
ſhould be produced, they humbly apprehend it

by the Contract for the preſent Year, there 
had been ſaved to the Government more than 
Nine Thouſand five hundred Pounds, which is 
near a Fourth Part of the whole Charge. 

They do not apprehend that this Difference has 
riſen altogether from the ſcarcity of Forage in 
the two laſt Years, For Captain William Preſton 
of Collonel Kerr's Regiment, had declared be- 
fore them on Oath, that he agreed with the Con- 
tractors to furniſh green Forage for his own

more than Six Millions nine hundted and fix 
thouſand Pounds, beſides Intereſt for the Public 
Debt, and the Deficiencies accruing the laſt Year ; 
which two Articles require One million one hun- 
dred and forty three thouſand Pounds more : 
So that the whole Demands upon your Commons 
are ariſen to more than Eight millions for the pre- 
ſent Annual Supply. We know your Majeſty's 
tender Regard for the Welfare of your People 
will make it uneaſy to you to hear of ſo great a 
Preſſure as this upon them ; and as we are afſured 
it will fully convince your Majeſty of the Neceſſity 
of our preſent Enquiry, ſo we beg leave to re- 
reſent to you from what Cauſes, and by what 
teps this immenſe Charge appears to have grown 
upon us. 
The Service at Sea, as it has been very large 


and extenſive in itſelf, ſo it hath been carried on 


through the whole Courſe of the War, in a man 
ner highly difadvantageous to your Majeſty and 
your — ag for the Neceſſity of Affairs re- 
quiring, that great Fleets ſhould be fitted out 
every Vear, as well for the maintaining a Superi- 
ority in the Mediterranean, as for oppoſing any 
Force which the Enemy might prepare, either at 
Dunkirk or in the Ports of Weſt France, your Maje- 
ſty's Example and Readineſs in fitting out your 
Proportion of Ships for all Parts of that Service, 


| have been ſo far from prevailing with the States 


General to keep pace with you, that they have 
been deficient every Year to a great Degree, in 
properties to what your Majeſty hath furniſhed, 
ometimes no leſs than two Thirds, and generally 
more than half of their Quota: From hence 
your Majeſty has been obliged, for the N 
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2 Fe in the moſt preſſing Service, ta 
ſupply thoſe Deficiencies by additional Reinforce- 
ments of your on Ships; nor hath the ſingle 
Increaſe of ſuch i Charge been the only ill Conſe» 
quence that attended it; for by this means the 
Debt of the Navy hath been inhanced, fo that 
the Diſcounts ariſing upon the Credit of it, have 
affected all other Parts of the Service; from the 
ſame Cauſe, your Majeſty's Ships of War have 
been forced in greater Numbers to continue in 
remote - Seas, and at unſeaſonable Times of the 
Year, to the great Damage and Decay of the 
Britiſh Navy: This alſo hath been the occaſion, 
that your Majeſty hath been ſtreightned in your 
Convoys for Trade, our Coaſts have been expo- 
ſed for want of a ſufficient number of Cruiſers to 
guard them, and you have been diſabled from an- 
noying the Enemy in their moſt beneficial Com- 
merce with the Wet Indies, from whence they 
received thoſe vaſt Supplies of Treaſure, without 

which they could not have ſupported the Expences 

| of this War. 

That Part of the War which hath been carried 
on in Flanders, was at firſt immediately neceflary 
| to the Security of the States General, and hat 

| ſince brought them great Acquiſitions both of Re- 

| venue and Dominion : Yet, even there, the original 

| Proportions have been departed from, and, during 

the Courſe of the War, have been ſinking by Des 

| grees on the Part of Holland ; fo that, in this laſt 

1 Vear, we find the Number in which they fell ſhort 

| of their three Fifths to your Majeſty's two Fifths. 

have been Twenty thouſand eight hundred an 

thirty ſeven Men : We are not unmindful, That 
in the Year 1703, a Treaty was made between 
the Two Nations, for a joint Augmentation of 

Twenty thouſand Men, wherein the Proportions 

were varied, and England conſented to take half 

upon it ſelf - But it having been annexed, as an 
expreſs Condition to the Grant of the ſaid Aug- 
mentation in Parliament, that the States General 
ſhould prohibit alt Trade and Commerce with 
| France; and that Condition having not been per- 


formed by them, the Commons think it * 
able 
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to bave taken Place again, as well in that as in 
other ſubſequent Augmentations ; more eſpecial 
when they conſider, that the Revenues of thoſe 
rich Provinces which have been conquered, would, 
if they were ny applied, maintain a great Num- 
ber of new Additional Forces a the Com- 
mon Enemy, notwithſtanding which, the States- 
General have raiſed none upon that Account, but 
make Ule of thoſe freſh Supplies of Money, only 
to eaſe themſelves in the Charge of their firſt eſta- 
bliſh'd Quota, 

As in the Progreſs of the War in Flanders, a 
diſproportion was ſoon created, to the Prejudice 
of England, fo the very beginning of the War in 
Portugal brought an unequal Share of Burden 
upon us, For although. the Emperor and the 
States: General were equally Parties with your 
Majeſty in the Treaty with the King of Portugal 

t the Emperor neither furniſhing his Third 

art of the Troops and Subſidies ftipulaied for, 
nor the Dutch conſenting to take an equal Share 
of his Imperial Majeſty's Defe& upon themſelves, 
your Majeſty hath been obliged to furniſh two 
Thirds of the entire Expence created by that 
Service : Nor has the Inequality ſtopped there; 
for ever ſince the Year 1706, when the Engliſh 
and Dutch Forces marched out of Portugal into 
Caſtille, the States General have entirely aban- 
doned the War in Portugal, and left your Maje- 
ſty to proſecute it ſingly at your own Charge, 
which you have accordingly done, by replacing 
a greater Number of Troops there, than even 
at firſt you took upon you to provide. At the 
fame time, your Majeſty's generous Endeavours 
for the <upport and Defence of the King of Per- 
tugal have been but ill ſeconded by that Prince 
himſelf ; for notwithſtanding that by his Treaty 
he had obliged himſelf to furniſh Twelve thou- 
ſand Foot and Three thouſand Horſe, upon his 
own Account, beſides Eleven thouſand Foot and 
Two thouſand Horſe more, in conſideration of a 
Subſidy paid to him; yet, according to the heſt 
Information your Commons can procure, it ap-

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wr da pears, That he hath ſcarce at any time furniſh'd n 
hirteen thouſand Men in the W hole. | | 1 
In Span the War hath been yet more unequal o 

-and burdenſome to your Majeſty, than in any 
other Branch of it; for being commenced with- 

out any Treaty whatſoever, the Allies have al- 
moſt wholly declined taking any Part of it upon 
themſelves. A ſmall Body of Engliſb and Dutch 
Troops were ſent thither, in the Year 1705, not 

as being thought ſufficient to ſupport a Regular 
War, or to make the Conqueſt of ſo large a 
Country, but with a View only of afliſting the 
Spaniards to ſet King Charles upon the Throne, 
occaſioned by the great Aſſurances which were 

iven of their Inclinations to the Houſe of Au- 
ax But this Expectation failing England was 
inſenſibly drawn into an eſtabliſhed War, under 

all the Diſadvantages of the Diſtance of the Place, 

and the feeble Efforts of the other Allies. The 
Account we have to lay before your Majeſty, 
upon this Head, is, That although this Underta- 
king was enter'd upon at the particular and ear- 

neſt ee of the Imperial Court, and for a 
Cauſe of no leſs Importance and Concern to them, 
than the reducing the Spaniſh Monarchy to the 
Houle of Auſtria; yet neither the late Emperors, 

nor his preſent Imperial Majeſty, have ever had 

| any Forces there on their Account, tiil the laſt 
Year, and then only one Regiment of Foot, con- 
ſifting of Two thouſand Men: Though the States 
| General Fave contributed ſomething more to this 
Service, yet their Share alſo hath been inconſide - 

rable; for in the ſpace of Four Years, from 

1705, to 1707, both incluſive, all the Forces the

the Year 1708, to this Time, they have not ſent li 

any Forces or Recruits whatſoever. To your d 

Majeſty*s Care and Charge the Recovery of that 

Kingdom hath been in a manner wholly left, as ſe 

if none elſe were intereſted or concerned in it : Al 

And the Forces which your Majeſty hath ſent tl 

into Spain, in the ſpace of ſeven Vears, from tt 

1705, to 1712, both incluſive; have amounted 5 i 

| 
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no leſs than Fifty ſeven thouſand nine hundred 
ſeventy three Men, belides thirteen Batallions an d 
eighteen Squadrons, for which your Majeſty hath 
paid a Subſidy to the Emperor. How great the 
tſtabiſhed 7 of ſuch a Number of Men hath 
been, your Majeſty very well knows, and your 
Commons very ſenſibly feel: But the weight will 
be found much greater, when it is conſidered how 
many heavy Articles of unuſual and extraordinary 
Charge have attended this remote and difficult 
Service; all which have been entirely defrayed 
by your Majeſty, except that one of Tranſporting 


the few Forces which were ſent by the States 


General, and the ViRtualling of them, during 
their Tranſportation only, The Accounts deli- 
vered to your Commons ſthew, that the Charge 
of your Majeſty's Ships and Veſſels, employed 
in the Service of the War in Spain and Portugal, 
reckon'd after the Rate of Four Pounds a Man 


per Month, from the time they ſail d from 


hence, till they returned, were loſt, cr put upon 
other Services, hath amounted to Six millions 
five hundred and forty thouſand nine hundred 
and ſixty fix Pounds fourteen Shillings. The 
Charge of Tranſports, on the Part of Great Bri- 
rain, for carrying on the War in Spain and Por- 
tugal, from the beginning of it till this Time, 
hith amounted to One million three hundred thirty 
ſix thouſand ſeven hundred and nineteen Pounds 
nineteen Shillings and eleven Pence That of Vi- 
ctualling Land Forces for the ſame Service to

| Subjects Zeal for the Common Cauſe, that the In- N 
tereſt of that Cauſe hath not been proportionably u 
romoted by it, but others only have been eaſed at fi 
our Majeſty's and Your Subje&s Coſt, and have n 
been connived at in laying their Part of the Burthen J ſe 
upon this Kingdom, altho' they have upon all Ac- 
counts been equally, and, in moſt reſpects, much 
more nearly concern'd than Britain, in the Iſſue of 
the War. We are perſuaded, Your Majeſty will 
think it pardonable in us, with ſome Reſentment 
to complain of the little Regard which ſome of 
thoſe, whom Your Majeſty of late Years entruſted, 
have ſhewn to the Intereſts of their Country, in 
giving way, at leaſt, to ſuch unreaſonable Impoſi-

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been ſo ſingular and extraordinary, that the more

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WYY Dominions, as the Two Electorates of Bavaria 
and Cologn, the Dutchy of Mantua, and the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Liege; Theſe having been reduced in 
great Meaſure by our Blood and Treaſure, may, 
we humbly conceive,with great Reaſon, be claimed 
to come in Aid towards carrying, on the War in 
Spain; And therefore we make it our earneſt Re- 
queſt to Your Majeſty, That You will give lu- 
ſtructions to Your Miniſters to inſiſt, with the Em- 
peror, that the Revenues of thoſe ſeveral Places, 
excepting only ſuch a Portion thereof as is neceſſa- 
ry for their Defence, be actually ſo applied. And 
as to the other Parts of the War, to which Your

that in a Treaty not long ſince concluded between 
Your Majeſty and the States General, under a 
Colour of a mutual Guaranty given for two Points 
of the greateſt Importance to both Nations, the 
Succeſſion and the Barrier, it appears, the Intereſt 
of Great Britain hath been not only neglected, but 
| ſacrificed; and that ſeveral Articles in the {aid 
Treaty are deſtructive to the Trade and Welfare 
of this Kingdom, and therefore highly diſhonou- 
rable to Your Majeſty. | 
| Your Commons obſerve, in the ſirſt place, That 
| ſeveral Towns and Places are, by Vertue of this 
Treaty, to be put into the Hands of the States- 
General; particularly Newport, Dendermond, and 
the Caſtle of Ghent; which can, in no Senſe be 
look'd upon as a Part of a Barrier againſt France; 
but being the Keys of the Netherlands towards 
Britain, muſt make the Trade of Your Majeſty's 
Subjects in thoſe Parts precarious; and whenever 
the States think fit, totally exclude them from it. 
The pretended Neceſſity of putting theſe Places 
into the Hands of the States-General, in order to 
ſecure to them a Communication with their Bar- 
rier, muſt appear vain and groundleſs : For the 
Sovercignty of the Low-Countries being not to re- 
main to an Enemy, but to. a Friend and an Ally 
that Communication mult be always ſecure, a 
uniterrupted : Beſides that, in Caſe of a Rupture 
or an Attack, the States have full Liber allow'd 
them to take Poſſeſſion of all the Saniſß Nether- 
lands. and therefore needed no particular Stipula- 
tion for the Towns above mentioned. 

Having taken Notice of this Conceſſion made to 
to the States-General for ſeizing upon the whole 
Ten Provinces, we cannot but obſerve to Your 
Majeſty, That in the manner this Atticle is framed 
it is another dangerousCircumſtance which attends 
this Treaty : For had ſuch a Provifion been con- 
fined to the Caſe of an apparent Attack from _ 

only, 
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only, the avowed Deſign of this Treaty had been 
fulfilled, and your Nasen 's InſtruRions to Your 
Ambaſſador had been purſued : But this neceſſary 
Reſtriion hath been omitted; and the ſame Li- 
berty is granted to the States to take Poſſeſſion of 
all the Netherlands, whenever they ſhall think 
themſelves attack'd by any other Neighbouring 
Nation, as when they ſhall be in Danger from 
France; ſo that, if it ſhould at any time happen 

which Your Commons are very ,unwilling to 
uppoſe ) that they ſhould quarrel even with Your 
Majeſty ; the Riches, Strength, and advantageous 
Situation of theſe Countries may be made uſe of 
_ againſt Yourſelf, without whoſe generous and 
powerful Aſſiſtance they had never been conquered. 
To return to thoſe ill Conſequences which re- 
late to the Trade of Your Kingdoms, we beg Leave 
to obſerve to Your Majeſty, That tho? this reaty 
revives and tenders Your Majeſty a Party to the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Articles of the Treaty of 

Munſter, by Virtue of which, the Impoſitions 
upon all Goods and Merchandizes brought into the 
Spaniſh Low Countries by the Sea, are to equal thoſe 
laid on Goods and Merchandizes imported by the 
Scheld, and the Canals of Saſs and Swyn, and other 
Mouths of the Sea adjoining ; yet no Care is taken 
to Py that Equality upon the Exportation 
of thoſe Coods out of the Spaniſh Provinces, into 
thoſe Countries and Places, which by Vittue of 
: this Treaty are to be in the Poſſeſſion of the States. 
The Conſequence of which muſt in time be, and 
Your Commons are informed that in ſome Inſtan- 
ces it has already proved to be the Caſe, that the 
Impoſitions upon Goods carried into thoſe Coun- 
tries and Places by the Subjects of the Stares- 
General, will be taken off, whilſt thoſe upon the 
Goods imported by Your Majeſty's Subjects re- 
main; by which Means Great Britain will entire. 
ly loſe this moſt beneficial Branch of Trade, which 
it has been in all Ages poſſeſsd of, even from the 
time when thoſe Countries were govern'd by the 
Honſe of Burgundy, one of the moſt ancient, as 
well as the moſt uſeful, Allies to the Crown of 
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With regard to the other Dominions and Terri 
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tories of Spain, Your Majeſty's Subjects have al. 


ways been diſtinguiſh'd in their Commerce with 
them, and both by ancient Treaties, and an unin- 
terrupted Cuſtom, have enjoyed greaterPriviledges 
and Immunities of Trade, than either the Hollan- 
en, or any other Nation whatſoever. And 
that wile and excellent Treaty of the Grand 
All:ance provides effectually for the Security and 
C0ntinuance of theſe valuable Privileges to Britain, 
i: {ach a manner, as that each Nation might be left 
ac the End of the War upon the ſame Foot as it 
ſtood at the Commencement of it. But this 
Treaty we now complain of, inſtead of confirm- 
ing Your Subjects Rights, ſurrenders and deſtroys 
them: For, altho' = the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Articles of the Treaty of Munſter, made 
between his Catholick Majeſty and the States- 
General, all Advantages of Trade are ſtipulated 
for, and granted to the Hollanders, equal to what 
the Engliſh enjoyed; yet, the Crown of England 
not being a Party to that Treaty, the Subjects of 
England have never ſubmitted to thoſe Articles of 
it, nor even the Spaniards themſelves ever obſer- 
ved them : But this Treaty revives thoſe Articles 
in Prejudice of Great Britain, and makes Your 
Majeſty a Party to them, and even a Guarantee to 
Ws 8 for Privileges againſt Your own 
eople. 

— how deliberate and extraordinary a Manner 
Your Majeſty's Ambaſſador conſented to deprive 
Your Subjects of their ancient Rights, and Your 
Majeſty of the Power of procuring to them any 
new Advantage, moſt evidently appears from his 
own Letters, which, by Your Majeſty's Directions, 
have been laid before Your Commons: For when 


Matters of am—_—_— to Your Majeſty and to 


Your Kingdom had been offered as proper to be 
made Parts of this Treaty, they were refuſed to 
be admitted by the States-General, upon this Rea- 
ſon and Principle, That nothing Foreign to the 
Guaranties of the Succeſſion, 2 of the Barrier, 
ſhould be mingled with them; notwithſtandin 
which, the States-General had no ſooner _ 
orice 
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Notice of a Treaty of Commerce concluded be- 
tween Your Majeſty and the preſent Emperor, but 
they departed from the Rule propoſed before, and 
inſiſted upon the Article of which Your Commons 
now complain, which Article Your Majeſty's 
Ambaſſador allowed of, altho' equally Foreign to 
the Succeſſion, or the Barrier; and altho' he had 
for that Reaſon departed from other Articles 
which would have been for the Service of his own 
Country. 
| We have forborn to treuble Your Majeſty with 
| general Obſervations upon this Treaty, as it re- 
lates to, and affects the Empire, and other Parts 
of Europe. The Miſchiefs which ariſe from it to 
Great Britain are what only we have preſumed 
humbly to repreſent to You. As they are very e- 
vident, and very great; and as it appears that the 
Lord Viſcount Townſhend had not any Orders or 
Authority for concluding ſeveral of thoſe Articles 
which are moſt prejudicial to Your Majeſty's Sub- 
ets, we have thought we could do no leſs, than 
declare Your ſaid Ambaſſador, who negotiated 
and ſigned, and all others who adviſed the Ratify- 
ing of this Treaty, Enemies to Your Majeſty and 
| Your Kingdom. . 
Upon theſe faithful Informations and Advices 
from Your Commons, we aſſure ourſelves, Your 
Majeſty, in Your great Goodneſs to Your People, 
will reſcue them from thoſe Evils, which the pri- 
vate Councils of ill-deſigning Men have expoſed 
them to; and that in Your great Wiſdom You will 
find ſome Means for the explaining and amending 
the ſeveral Articles of this Treaty, ſo as that they 
may conſiſt with the Intereſt of Great Britain, and 
with a real and laſting Friendſhip between Your 
Majeſty and the States-General.
